To:  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  reviewing 
the  work  of  the  Public  Health  and  Port  Health  Authority  Services 
in  the  County  Borough  and  Port  of  Sunderland  for  the  year  1963. 

The  good  general  health  of  the  community  was  maintained 
during  the  year  but  the  highest  death  rate  occurred  since  1951. 
This  occurrence  was  due  to  the  severe  winter  which  produced 
the  highest  number  of  deaths  from  pneumonia  since  1941  and  a 
corresponding  increase  in  other  chest  infections  such  as  bron¬ 
chitis.  The  overall  death  rate  would  have  been  even  higher  if 
there  had  not  been  an  unexpected  slight  decrease  in  deaths  for 
the  first  time  in  many  years  from  cancer  and  heart  diseases. 


Deaths  from  tuberculosis  remained  fairly  constant,  notifi¬ 
cations  of  scarlet  fever  were  at  their  second  lowest  and  again 
there  was  no  case  of  diphtheria  for  the  twelfth  successive  year. 
The  biennial  high  incidence  of  measles  began  towards  the  end  of 
the  year  and  the  health  department  took  part  in  a  national  sur¬ 
vey  of  measles  complications,  an  investigation  arranged  by  the 
Pcrblic  Health  Laboratory  Service. 

Medical  and  nursing  members  of  the  staff  as  well  as  health 
inspectors,  regularly  practised  individual  health  education  in 
a  variety  of  subjects.  In  addition,  an  anti-smoking  campaign  in 
schools,,  arranged  through  the  Central  Council  for  Health  Educa¬ 
tion,  was  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  general  public  through 
the  helpfulness  of  the  Press.  The  department' s  Home  Safety 
Officer  organised  the  production  of  two  stands  at  the  Seaburn 
Ideal  Homes  Exhibition  where  the  opportunity  was  taken  of 
stressing  methods  of  preventing  accidents  in  the  home.  In 
accordance  with  a  Ministry  Circular,  after-care  at*t*angements 
were  planned  for  patients  discharged  from  hospital  so  that  the 
appropriate  community  services  would  be  made  readily  available. 
Officers  of  the  department  were  designated  for  this  work  which 
involves  close  liaison  with  the  hospital  and  general  medical 
services. 

During  the  year,  several  projects  planned  for  a  long  time 
came  to  fruition.  An  Ambulance  Depot  equipped  to  hold  20  vehicles 
was  completed  alongside  the  General  Hospital  and  so  replaced  the 
grossly  outworn  building  hitherto  used.  A  local  enthusiastic 
demand  for  clinic  facilities  resulted  in  the  creation  of  the 
Fulwell  Clinic  to  serve  all  age  groups  in  an  area  lacking  in 
suitable  premises.  The  Authority  met  its  responsibilities  under 
the  Mental  Health  Act  by  opening  two  mental  welfare  hostels, 
namely.  The  Close  providing  19  male  beds  and  Moorhill  providing 
29  female  beds.  At  the  Hylton  Castle  Clinic,  a  new  extension  to 
serve  as  a  Dental  Unit  was  begun,  this  unit  being  built  on 
pillars  so  as  to  accommodate  at  a  later  date  General  Practitioner 
suites  on  the  ground  floor. 
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The  No.  6  Smoke  Control  Order  was  approved  by  the  Council 
it  being  considered  that  a  sufficient  supply  of  soft  coke  was 
available  locally.  Industry  continued  to  contribute  to  Clean 
Air  by  the  installation  of  modern  firing  equipment  and  investi¬ 
gation  into  atmospheric  pollution  was  carried  on  in  conjunction 
with  the  Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial  Research  and 
with  the  Chester  Beatty  Institute  for  Cancer  Research. 

The  slum  clearance  programme  progressed,  every  effort  being 
made  to  secure  its  completion  by  next  year.  During  1963,  several 
areas  were  dealt  with  including  Carley  Road,  Hahnemann  Street, 
Peacock  Street  West,  Dundas  Street,  Bennett  Street  and  Stanley 
Street,  whilst  confirmation  was  received  of  the  Bramwell  Street 
and  Hendon  Road  areas,  in  which  demolition  commenced. 

The  essential  preventive  work  of  the  Port  Health  Authority 
was  carried  on  as  effectively  as  possible.  Recent  outbreaks  of 
smallpox  in  various  areas  of  this  country  no  doubt  influenced 
the  making  of  the  Public  Health  (Ships) (Amendment)  Regulations, 
1963,  but  many  members  of  crews  were  unable  to  produce  the 
required  valid  vaccination  certificates  or  the  certificates  pro¬ 
duced  were  out  of  date.  The  Regulations  permit  authorities  to 
offer  vaccination  which  however  remains  voluntary  and  immigrants 
are  only  subjected  to  surveillance  at  their  destination.  It  is 
an  absurd  situation  that  allows  persons  lately  arrived  from 
endemic  areas  of  smallpox  and  possibly  incubating  the  disease 
to  travel  freely  across  this  country  from  the  port  of  entry  to 
their  destination. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Health  Committee  for 
their  support  and  all  those  associated  with  the  work  of  the 
Health  Department  for  their  helpfulness.  I  am  also  grateful 
for  the  co-operation  afforded  the  Port  Health  Authority  by  the 
various  organisations  connected  with  the  River  Wear.  It  is 
again  my  pleasure  to  thank  most  sincerely  my  own  staff  for 
their  constantly  excellent  service.

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AMBULANCE  SERVICE 

The  service  was  transferred  from  the  old  premises  at  Eden 
Vale  to  the  new  depot  at  Hylton  Road  on  Sunday  the  10th  March, 
1963  without  any  undue  interference  with  the  service. 

The  new  depot  provides  a  commodious  garage  which  is  capable 
of  housing  up  to  nineteen  vehicles,,  and  has  good  access,  and 
disposal  routes. 

The  vehicle-washing  facilities  have  made  light  work  of  the 
daily  task  of  maintaining  a  fleet  of  clean  vehicles;  the  ser¬ 
vicing  bay  affords  an  excellent  means  of  carrying  out  routine 
vehicle-maintenance. 

The  administrative  block  contains  the  Control  room,  Drivers 
Mess,  Bedding  Store,  Reception  Hall,  and  Ambulance  Officers' 
room„  all  of  which  are  heated  by  a  gas-fired  boiler  system. 

Another  feature  of  the  premises  is  the  intercommunications 
system  which  was  installed  for  the  purposes  of  efficient  depot- 
management. 

The  control  room,,  being  the  nerve-centre  of  the  service  is 
located  in  the  centre  of  the  administrative  block,  where  all 
messages,  to.  and  from  the  service  are  handled.  Included  with 
the  depot  is  the  means  of  storing  and  issuing  petrol  for 
ambulances;  this  facility  has  proved  to  be  of  great  value  to 
the  maintenance  of  efficient  service. 

After  a  slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  patients  carried 
in  1962,  the  past  year  has  again  shown  a  substantial  increase. 
The  mileage  travelled  per  patient  has  risen  from  3.51  in  1962 
to  3.57  in  the  current  year.

During  the  period  under  review  the  vehicle  CBR. 800  was  dis¬ 
posed  of  and  replaced  by  UBR.658. 

Two-way  Radio  equipment  on  all  vehicles  was  satisfactorily 
maintained,  only  minor  faults  occurred  and  these  were  promptly 
and  efficiently  dealt  with. 

A  direct  G.P.Oi  telephone  line  was  installed  between  the 
Ambulance  Depot  and  Sunderland  General  Hospital  and  this  has 
proved  to  be  both  efficient  and  economic. 
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Maintenance  and  repair  of  all  vehicles  was  carried  out  at 
the  Central  Repair  Depot,  Wheatsheaf.  Routine  maintenance  was 
carried  out  at  Hylton  Road  Ambulance  Depot  and  each  vehicle  was 
given  four  3  monthly  inspections,  a  further  353  miscellaneous 
repairs  were  carried  out  on  the  fleet  in  the  same  period.  Six 
vehicles  were  tested  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Transport 
requirements.  Pour  vehicles  were  adapted  for  the  use  of  a  new 
Oxygenaire  Portable  Incubator  (Mark  III).  Warning  sirens  were 
fitted  to  three  vehicles,,  these  vehicles  being  first  line, 
reserve,  and  long  distance  emergency. 

3,284  calls  were  received  by  the  expectant  mother/midwife 
liaison  at  Ambulance  Headquarters*.  Transport  was  provided  for 
2,226  midwives,  the  remaining  1,058  midwives  used  their  own 
mode  of  conveyance.  20  calls  were  received  which  necessitated 
the  use  of  the  Premature  Infant  Incubator,  which  is  kept  at 
Ambulance  Headquarters,  for  the  safe  conveyance  of  premature 
infants. 

Mental  Welfare  liaison  was  maintained  throughout  the  year* 

During  the  year  ambulance  coverage  was  provided  for  Air¬ 
craft  movements  at  Usworth  Airport.  This  entailed  105  journeys 
involving  196  men  for  a  total  of  149  working  hours,,  averaging 
.76  man  hours  per  movements

At  31st  December,  1963,  the  staff  consisted  of  1  Superin¬ 
tendent,  1  Deputy  Superintendent,  2  Health  Centre  Superintendents, 
22  Health  Visitors  and  3  Tuberculosis  Public  Health  Nurses.  1 
Health  Visitor  acts  as  a  full-time  Almoner  at  the  Special  Clinic 
of  the  Royal  Infirmary  and  1  Health  Visitor  is  seconded  to  the 
Geriatric  Unit  at  the  General  Hospital. 

During  the  year  Health  Visitors  paid  62,319  visits  to 
homes,  the  details  of  which  are  set  out  below.

80  Student 'Nurses  from  the  General  Hospital  and  Royal 
Infirmary  attended  the  Health  Office  in  groups  and  were  given 
a  talk  by  the  Superintendent  Health  Visitor  before  accompanying 
a  Health  Visitor  on  to  the  district.  The  object  is  to  comply 
with  the  curriculum  laid  down  by  the  General  Nursing  Council  to 
give  these  students  an  insight  into  the  various  duties  of  a 
Health  Visitor. 

Phenylketonuria  Tests. 

4,330  tests  were  made  by  Health  Visitors  on  children  under 
six  weeks  of  age,  all  of  which  proved  negative. 
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Liaison  Scheme  Between  the  Health  Visitors  and  the  General 
Practitioners. 

Health  Visitors  made  regular  calls  upon  the  General  Prac¬ 
titioners  in  their  areas,  but  at  present  only  one  Health 
Visitor  attends  a  clinic  for  Ante-Natal  Mothers  and  Mothers 
with  their  babies,  held  in  a  General  Practitioners  Surgery. 

Although  the  facilities  have  been  offered  there  has  not 
been  any  other  request  for  similar  service  from  other  General 
Practitioners. 

72  Special  visits  were  made  by  Health  Visitors  at  the 
request  of  General  practitioners. 

Co-ordinating  Committee. 

The  Superintendent  Health  Visitor  is  a  member  of  this 
Committee  in  connection  with  the  Joint  Committee  from  the  Home 
Office  and  Ministry  of  Health.  One  meeting  was  held  during  this 
period.  The  Superintendent  Health  Visitor  is  also  a  member  of 
the  Old  People' s  Welfare  Committee. 

During  their  regular  routine  visiting  of  children  under 
five  years  cf  age,  the  Health  Visitors  pay  special  attention  to 
children  living  in  unsatisfactory  conditions  and  those  who  could 
be  described  as  being  members  of  problem  families.  They  also 
visit  mothers  and  children  who  are  in  The  Temporary  Accommodation 
of  the  Welfare  Department. 

In  Service  Training. 

Films,  lectures  and  discussions  were  given  for  Health 
Visitors  during  the  year,  including  a  one  day  Course  for  Health 
Visitors,  by  the  Central  Council  for  Health  Education  at  the 
Alderman  Jack  Cohen  Health  Centre.  Monthly  meetings  are  held 
when  lectures  and  discussions  take  place  on  various  aspects 
of  their  work. 

Routine  screening  tests  for  the  ascertainment  of  deafness 
were  carried  out  by  Health  Visitors  on  babies  aged  6-7  months. 

The  at  risk  register  was  continued  and  the  number  on  the  regis¬ 
ter  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  899.  13  of  these  children  were 
referred  to  a  Consultant*  s  clinic  and  three  of  the  children 
were  supplied  with  hearing  aids. 

The  Superintendent,  Three  Health  Visitors  and  a  Public 
Health  Nurse  attended  Refresher  Courses. 

Home  accidents.

A  special  Committee  composed  of  Chief  Officers  and  repre¬ 
sentatives  of  outside  organisations,  meets  at  regular  intervals 
with  the  general  object  of  fostering  and  co-ordinating  home 
safety  measures  in  the  Borough,  making  arrangements  for  giving 
advice  and  information  on  Home  Safety,  prevention  of  accidents 
in  the  home  and  to  initiate  Home  Safety  Campaigns.  This 
Committee  is  under  the  general  direction  of  the  Council. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

There  were  four  weekly  sessions  devoted  to  Immunisation 
and  Vaccination,  one  at  Newcastle  Road  Centre,  one  at  the 
Health  Centre,  one  at  the  Home  Nursing  Department,  Murton 
Street,  and  one  at  Hylton  Castle  Clinic.  In  addition  to  these 
sessions,  vaccinations  and  immunisations  were  performed  each 
month  at  the  Child  Welfare  Sessions  on  the  outlying  estates, 
viz.,  Southwick,  Pennywell,  Thorney  Close, -Ford  and  Grangetown. 

Routine  propaganda  was  continued  throughout  the  year.

Domiciliary  Midwives  continued  to  **fdllow-up”  cases  dis¬ 
charged  from  the  Sunderland  Maternity  Hospital  and  the  Royal 
Infirmary  before  completion  of  the  post-natal  period.  During 
the  year  1,701  cases  were  referred  for  nursing  necessitating 
5,573  visits.  The  gradual  trend  towards  early  discharge  con¬ 
tinues  and  there  is  a  steady  increase  in  the  number  discharged 
but  still  requiring  nursing  care. 

Midwives’  Ante-Natal  Sessions. 

In  addition  to  fourteen  sessions  held  weekly  in  local 
authority  clinics,  ante-natal  work  has  been  carried  out  at  11 
specially  adapted  council  houses  where  midwives  are  in  resi¬ 
dence.  These  houses  have  an  annexe  equipped  as  an  examination 
room  and  waiting  accommodation. 
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Mothercraft  and  Relaxation  Classes. 

These  Classes  are  regularly  held  at  the  Alderman  Jack  Cohen 
Health  Centre  and  Victoria  House,  Murton  Street.  There  is  a 
slight  increase  in  the  number  of  mothers  attending  these  classes 
and  interest  is  being  stimulated  by  the  showing  of  films  to 
which  fathers  are  also  invited. 

The  classes  were  conducted  by  a  Physiotherapist  or  a  Mid¬ 
wife  who  has  attended  the  approved  course  in  parentcraft. 

General. 

Maternity  outfits  are  issued  weekly  at  any  of  the  Ante- 
Natal  Clinics,  or  at  the  Health  Office  on  presentation  of  a  fora 
duly  signed  by  the  midwife,  who  is  booked  for  delivery  and  they 
are  usually  supplied  when  the  patient  is  36  weeks  pregnant. 

Domiciliary  Midwifery  Staff  Meetings  have  been  held  through¬ 
out  the  year  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  items  of  interest  as 
new  drugs,  rules  and  new  methods  etc.,  conducive  to  the  efficient 
operation  of  the  service  are  introduced. 

Lectures  and  Films  have  been  given  as  part  of  an  in-service 
training  programme. 

Post  Graduate  Courses  were  attended  by  six  Domiciliary  Mid* 
wives  during  the  year,  two  midwives  attended  Mothercraft  and  Re¬ 
laxation  Courses  and  one  attended  a  course  in  Premature  Baby 
Care.  The  Supervisor  of  Midwives  attended  the  meeting  in  London 
on  the  Report  of  the  Peri -Natal  Survey. 

Co-operation  continues  with  the  Maternity  Hospital  regard¬ 
ing  the  selection  of  cases  for  Hospital  delivery  on  social 
grounds. 

The  Supervisor  and  Deputy  made  numerous  special  visits  to 
cases  requiring  hospital  delivery  also  at  the  request  of  the 
N.A.B.  officer  patients  were  visited  regarding  the  assessment 
of  requirements  for  the  layette. 

Defaulters  from  Ante-natal  Clinics  were  reported  to  the 
Health  Department  and  home  visits  were  made  by  the  Non-Medical 
Supervisor  or  her  Deputy. 

89  cases  were  visited  by  Health  Visitors  during  the  year 
and  reports  were  sent  to  the  Hospital  or  General  Practitioner 
concerned4 

45  were  recommended  for  Hospital  confinement.

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Night  Rota  System. 

The  night  rota  system  which  has  been  in  operation  for  three 
years  is  working  well  and  has  been  a  great  incentive  to  recruit¬ 
ment  of  midwives.  Whilst  the  establishment  has  not  been  attained 
during  the  year,  it  has  been  maintained  at  36  midwives. 

Maternity  Liaison  Committee. 

The  Sunderland  Area  Maternity  Liaison  Committee  continued 
actively  throughout  the  year.  Much  valuable  discussion  took 
place  at  the  Meetings  and  reports  with  recommendations  were 
forwarded  to  the  various  bodies  represented. 

In  accordance  with  the  Cranbrook  Report  recommendation, 

3  General  Practitioner  Obstetricians  held  weekly  ante-natal 
sessions  at  the  Alderman  Jack  Cohen  Health  Centre. 

2  General  Practitioner  Obstetricians  held  weekly  ante¬ 
natal  sessions  at  Hylton  Castle  Clinic.

Sunderland  Second  Period  Training  School. 

The  Second  period  training  of  pupil  midwives  continued 
throughout  the  year.  More  overseas  students  have  been  accepted 
at  the  training  school,  one  of  whom  subsequently  joined  the 
domiciliary  midwifery  staff. 

Six  Dpmiciliary  Midwives  are  approved  as  District  Teach¬ 
ing  Midwives. 

14  pupils  completed  the  training  and  were  successful  in 
obtaining  their  certificates  at  the  first  attempt. 
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The  Non-Medical  Supervisor  of  Midwives  gave  talks  to  groups 
of  70  Senior  Student  Nurses  from  both  the  General  Hospital  and 
the  Royal  Infirmary  and  subsequently  the  Students  were  allowed 
to  accompany  the  midwives  on  their  rounds. 

Premature  Infants. 

There  were  230  notifications  of  premature  live  births  rec¬ 
eived  of  cases  resident  in  the  County  Borough. 

79  of  this  number  were  born  at  home,  and  with  the  exception 
of  22  transferred  to  Hospital,  were  nursed  entirely  at  home. 

Five  Neonatal  deaths  occurred  in  those  Infants  nursed  at 

home. 


During  the  year  an  additional  oxygenaire  incubator  was  pur¬ 
chased.  Both  incubators  are  used  for  the  transport  of  babies  to 
Hospital  and  they  have  proved  to  be  invaluable  in  this  service. 

All  midwifery  and  ambulance  personnel  have  been  instructed  in  the 
use  of  incubators.  The  Ambulance  Service  takes  the  incubator  to 
the  home  on  receipt  of  a  call  from  the  General  Practitioner  or 
Midwife.

Domestic  Helps. 

The  demand  for  this  service  has  again  increased  during  the 
year.  Requests  for  help  came  from  many  sources  such  as  General 
Practitioners,  Health  Visitors,  Home  Nurses,  Midwives,  Hospital 
Almoners,  Welfare  officers,  Assistance  Board  Officers  and  Vol¬ 
untary  Bodies.  Each  case  is  visited  by  the  Organiser  or 
Assistant  Organiser  who  assess  the  amount  of  help  required. 

Cases  are  kept  under  review  by  regular  visiting  of  the  organisers. 

This  service  is  specially  valuable  to  the  aged  and  infirm 
who  are  thus  able  to  live  in  their  own  homes  in  comfort  and 
remain  independent.

Registration  of  Nursing  Homes. 

There  are  no  Nursing  Homes  on  the  Register.  No  unregistered 
homes  were  discovered  during  the  year  and  no  applications  for 
registration  were  received. 

Day  Nurseries. 

There  were  two  Day  Nurseries  operating  during  the  year. 

The  average  daily  attendance  at  Thompson  Park  Nursery  was 
32.72  and  at  Elms  West  Nursery  31.97. 

During  the  year  under  review  it  was  decided  to  admit  to 
the  Nurseries,  children  who  were  physically  handicapped  or 
suffering  from  emotional  disturbances.  It  was  felt  that  such 
children  would  derive  considerable  benefit  through  daily  con¬ 
tact  with  other  children.  Arrangements  were  made  for  an  in¬ 
crease  in  staff  to  cope  with  these  children  who  would  obviously 
require  more  attention,  but  ao  far  owing  to  a  decline  in  the 
numbers  attending  it  has  not  been  necessary  to  engage  the  extra 
staff. 

No  candidates  entered  for  the  examination  of  the  National 
Nursery  Examination  Board  this  year. 

A  Nursery  Nurse  attended  a  Refresher  Course. 
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Nurseries  and  Child  Minder's  Acts,  1948. 

Three  homes  were  registered  under  the  above  Act,  also  an 
application  was  approved  in  respect  of  a  playgroup  to  be  conduc¬ 
ted  from  premises  other  than  a  home.  All  the  premises  concerned 
have  been  inspected  and  kept  under  surveillance. 

Blind  Persons  Act. 

96  Visits  to  partially  blind  persons  on  the  register  were 
carried  out  by  the  Health  Visitors  during  the  year. 


INCIDENCE  OF  BLINDNESS 

During  the  twelve  months  from  1st  January  to  31st  December, 
1963,  seventy-three  forms  B.D. 8  were  completed.  Of  these,  nine 
were  certified  Not  Blind,  two  of  whom  were  previously  Partially 
Sighted  and  one  previously  Blind;  Thirty  were  certified  Blind, 
four  of  whom  were  previously  Partially  Sighted;  and  twenty-two 
were  certified  Partially  Sighted.  One  other  blind  person  was 
re-examined  and  retained  on  the  Blind  Register  and  eleven  Part¬ 
ially  Sighted  cases  were  re-examined  and  retained  on  the  regis¬ 
ter  of  Partially  Sighted  persons. 

Blind  Persons. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  record  for  the  fifth  year  in  succession 
that  no  cases  of  Retrolental  Fibroplasia  were  registered. 

For  the  Second  year  in  succession  it  is  a  great  pleasure 
to  report  that  no  children  were  registered  during  the  year. 

Eleven  cases  of  cataract  were  registered  and  of  these 
treatment  was  not  recommended  in  one  case.  Ophthalmic  Medical 
Supervision  was  recommended  in  one  case  and  she  is  said  to  be 
attending  the  Eye  Infirmary  regularly.  The  other  nine  cases  were 
recommended  surgical  treatment,  five  of  whom  have  had  treatment. 

There  were  seven  cases  of  blindness  caused  by  Glaucoma  and 
four  cases  were  recommended  no  treatment.  Medical  treatment  and 
Ophthalmic  Medical  Supervision  was  recommended  in  one  case  and 
he  is  said  to  be  attending  regularly  for  such  treatment.  One 
case  was  recommended  surgical  treatment  and  Ophthalmic  Medical 
Supervision  and  although  she  is  attending  the  Eye  Infirmary, 
does  not  wish  to  have  further  treatment.  The  remaining  case  was 
recommended  Surgical  treatment  and  she  has  had  the  treatment 
which  was  to  relieve  pressure  and  pain. 
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Other  causes  of  blindness  were:- 

Arterlal  Occlusion,  Detachment  of  Retina,  Diabetes  Mellitus, 
Keratitis,  Kerato  Uveitis,  Macular  Degeneration,  Macular 
Haemorrhage,  Malignant  Tumour,  and  Optic  Atrophy. 

Of  the  twelve  cases  in  the  group,  treatment  was  not  reco¬ 
mmended  in  five  cases.  Two  cases  were  recommended  Surgical  treat¬ 
ment  but  neither  has  yet  received  such  treatment.  Two  cases  were 
recommended  Medical  treatment,,  one  of  whom  died  during  the  year 
and  the  other  is  at  present  receiving  treatments.  Two  further 
cases  were  recommended  Medical  treatment  and  Ophthalmic  Medical 
Supervision  and  both  are  receiving  Medical  treatment.  The  remain¬ 
ing  case  was  recommended  Ophthalmic  Medical  Supervision  only  and 
is  said  to  attend  frequently. 

There  were  no  cases  registered  suitable  for  attending  a 
course  of  Rehabilitation. 

Twenty-three  of  the  registered  blind  persons  were  over  the 
age  of  sixty-five  years.

There  were  three  children  registered  during  the  year,  one 
female  and  two  males.  One  male  aged  eleven  years,  cause  of 
defective  vision  being  Congenital  Nystagmus,  was  recommended  no 
treatment.  The  other  male  aged  ten  years,  cause  of  defective 
vision  being  Central  Choroiditis  was  recommended  optical  treat¬ 
ment.  He  has  been  supplied  with  spectacles  and  is  wearing  them. 
The  female,  aged  one  year,  cause  of  defective  vision  being 
Congenital  Cataract,  was  recommended  surgical  treatment  at  early 
convenience  and  is  still  awaiting  such  treatment. 

Eight  cases  were  due  to  Cataract  and  of  these,  one  case  was 
recommended  no  treatment.  Surgical  treatment  was  recommended  in 
four  cases.  Of  these,  three  await  treatment  and  one  has  received 
part  treatment.  One  case  was  recommended  Medical  treatment  but 
she  refused  such  treatment.  The  other  two  cases  were  recommended 
Ophthalmic  Medical  Supervision,  one  of  whom  died  during  the  year 
and  the  other  awaits  attention  at  the  General  Hospital. 

There  were  three  cases  of  Glaucoma  registered.  Ophthalmic 
Medical  Supervision  and  Medical  treatment  was  recommended  in  one 
case  and  she  is  said  to  attend  frequently  for  such  treatment. 

The  other  two  cases  were  recommended  Surgical  treatment  and 
Ophthalmic  Medical  supervision,  one  has  undergone  surgical 
operation  resulting  in  improved  vision,  and  the  other  awaits 
treatment. 

No  cases  of  Myopia  were  registered  during  the  year. 

Other  causes  of  defective  vision  were: - 

Central  Artery  Occlusion,  Choroidal  Atrophy,  Detached 
Retina,  Disseminated  Choroiditis,  Disseminated  Sclerosis  and 
Macular  Degeneration. 

Of  the  eight  cases  in  this  group,  two  cases  were  recommend¬ 
ed  Medical  treatment  and  Ophthalmic  Medical  Supervision,,  one  of 
whom  attends  regularly  for  treatment  and  the  other  refuses  to  do 
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80.  Two  cases  were  recommended  Medical  treatment,  one  is  receiving 
treatment  at  hospital  and  the  other  is  being  treated  privately. 

The  other  four  cases  were  recommended  Ophthalmic  Medical  Super¬ 
vision.  two  in  employment  attend  irregularly,  one  in  employment 
does  not  attend  and  the  remaining  case  attends  the  Eye  Infirmary. 

Fourteen  of  the  registered  Partially  Sighted  persons  were 
over  the  age  of  65  years. 

Home  Nursing. 

The  demand  for  this  service  which  provides  skilled  nursing 
care  for  sick  people  at  home  also  medical  treatment  prescribed 
by  the  patient*  s  general  practitioner  continues  to  increase. 

105,019  visits  having  been  made  during  the  year  under  review. 

A  considerable  proportion  of  the  work  has  again  been  in  relation 
to  the  care  of  elderly  persons  67, 288  of  the  above  visits  having 
been  undertaken  for  this  group  of  persons.  This  represents  64% 
of  the  total  visits,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  573  elderly 
persons  remained  on  the  books,  being  71.7%  of  the  total  of  such 
cases. 

Patients  are  visited  when  necessary,  many  of  them  twice 
daily  and  late  evening  calls  are  made  to  extremely  ill  patients. 

Nursing  appliances  are  available  on  loan  to  patients. 

The  Home  Nursing  Service  is  an  approved  school  for  the 
training  of  Student  District  Nurses.  Three  students  completed 
the  course  and  were  successful  in  the  examination. 

The  Staff  consists  of  1  Superintendent,,  1  Assistant  Super¬ 
intendent.  25  full-time  nurses  including  3  male  nurses,  and  6 
part-time  nurses. 

Seven  ‘‘contract**  houses  on  outlying  estates  have  been  allotted 
by  the  Corporation  for  the  accommodation  of  district  nurses. 

As  in  previous  years  a  number  of  student  nurses  from  Sunder¬ 
land  Royal  Infirmary  and  Sunderland  General  Hospital  were  intro¬ 
duced  to  district  nursing  work  when  they  accompanied  Queen*  s 
Nurses  on  a  morning  round  on  the  district,  followed  by  talks  and 
films  on  district  nursing  work  given  by  the  Superintendent  at 
Victoria  House. 

One  student  from  the  Queen*  s  Institute  of  District  Nursing 
William  Rathbone  Staff  College.  Liverpool,  spent  five  days  at 
Victoria  House  'studying  district  nursing  work  and  administration. 

The  Superintendent  has  been  approved  an  examiner  for  the 
Queen*  s  Institute  of  District  Nursing  Roll  of  Queen*  s  Nurses, 
and  has  assessed  a  number  of  students  from  the  City  and  County 
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of  Newcastle  upon  Tyne  taking  the  district  nursing  examination 
for  the  Ministry  of  Health  Certificate. 

Sunderland  Area  Hospital  Management  Committee  has  formed  a 
Nurse  Education  Committee  of  which  the  Superintendent  has  become 
a  co-opted  member  to  serve  as  a  representative  of  the  field  of 
Public  Health. 

The  Senior  Medical  Officer  and  Superintendent  attended 
meetings  of  the  North  Eastern  Federation  held  at  Wigton,  Cumber¬ 
land  and  at  the  Mental  Health  Training  Centre,  Sunderland. 

Pour  Queen's  Nurses  attended  Refresher  Courses  -  3  at 
Sheffield  and  1  at  Oxford. 

The  Superintendent  continues  to  administer  the  Marie  Curie 
Memorial  Foundation  Welfare  Grant  Scheme  and  Day  and  Night 
Nursing  Service  for  cancer  patients  in  Sunderland. 

During  the  year  the  Superintendent  became  responsible  for 
organising  the  distribution  of  Incontinent  Pads,  in  cases  re¬ 
commended  by  General  Practitioners,  Health  Visitors  and 
Hospital  Almoners.  These  pads  are  Issued  free  of  charge,  the 
local  Health  Authority  meeting  the  cost  thereof.

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HEALTH  EDUCATION 

One  of  the  principal  features  of  this  years  work  was  the 
continuous  dissemination  of  propaganda  in  connection  with  the 
campaign  against  smoking.  Efforts  were  concentrated  to  a  large 
extent  on  schoolchildren,  and  talks  were  given  in  the  grammar 
and  secondary  schools  with  the  object  of  warning  the  children 
of  the  dangers  of  smoking.  The  highlight  of  the  campaign  was 
the  Mobile  Exhibition  which  visited  the  town  centre  in  the 
autumn.  This  was  arranged  in  conjunction  with  the  Central 
Council  for  Health  Education.  Great  interest  was  shown  in  the 
display  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  impression  thus  created  will 
have  a  lasting  effect  particularly  amongst  young  people. 

Health  Education  in  all  its  aspects  is  carried  out  through¬ 
out  the  year  by  the  medical  and  nursing  staff  and  lectures  are 
given  on  various  topics  to  outside  organisations.  The  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector  and  his  staff  have  also  continued  their 
efforts  to  publicise  the  benefits  of  Clean  Pood  by  lectures  and 
the  distribution  of  literature  and  the  display  of  posters. 

Another  Mothers*  Club  was  opened  during  the  year  operating 
at  Villette  Road  Clinic,,  which  along  with  those  already  estab¬ 
lished  at  Alderman  Jack  Cohen  Health  Centre  and  Newcastle  Road 
has  continued  to  be  well  supported.  Every  opportunity  is  taken 
to  include  in  their  programmes  topics  and  films  relating  to 
Health  Education. 

A  display  board  in  the  Reception  room  of  the  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  is  continually  in  use,  the  topic  being  changed  at  frequent 
intervals,  concerning  whenever  possible  a  subject  which  is  at 
the  time  appropriate.  Leaflets,,  posters  etc.,  are  distributed 
to  clinics,  shhools,  libraries  and  other  corporation  premises. 


ALDERMAN  JACK  COHEN  HEALTH  CENTRE 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Section. 

Three  Child  Welfare  Centres  have  continued  to  be  held  weekly 
but  there  has  been  a  slight  reduction  in  attendances. 

Two  Ante-Natal  Clinics  are  held  each  week  attended  by 
Midwives. 

One  Immunisation  weekly  session  at  which  protection  against 
Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and  Smallpox  has  been  given.  More 
children  are  being  given  Tetanus  Prophylaxis  as  a  routine 
measure.  Due  to  the  change  of  age  at  which  Smallpox  Vaccination 
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is  considered  advisable*  there  was  a  reduction  in  the  number 
attending  for  vaccination. 

Poliomyelitis  vaccination  sessions  have  been  held  as  and 
when  required. 

(The  figures  for  the  above  have  been  included  in  the 

appropriate  section). 

Facilities  are  available  for  Health  Education  and  Talks 
have  been  given  and  discussions  held  on  a  wide  variety  of  subjects 
supported  by  the  use  of  a  film  projector. 

The  Distribution  Centre  for  Welfare  Foods  has  been  open 
daily. 

During  the  year  a  relaxation  class  was  continued  for 
Expectant  Mothers  who  are  instructed  by  Midwives  who  have 
attended  the  appropriate  course. 

Visitors  to  the  Centre  included  the  Parliamentary  Secret¬ 
ary  to  the  Minister  of  Health*  representatives  from  Greece  and 
Korea,  and  the  Central  Officer  of  Information.  Student  Nurses 
have  also  visited  the  Centre  as  part  of  their  course  of 
instruction. 

Pharmacy. 

During  1963*  21,845  prescriptions  were  dispensed  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  instructions  on  14*992  forms  E.C. 10*  compared  with 
20,371  prescriptions  for  the  previous  year.  The  average  number 
of  prescriptions  dispensed  daily  was  70.

600  syringes  and  7*400  needles  were  sterilized  during  the 
year  for  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Service  and  General 
Practitioners  using  the  Centre. 

The  orders  for  the  supply  of  drugs  and  appliances  from  the 
various  sections  of  the  Health  Department  are  referred  to  the 
Pharmacist. 

General  Practitioners. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  number  of  General  Practi¬ 
tioners  using  the  five  suites  at  the  Health  Centre. 
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The  School  Clinic  have  again  utilised  one  of  the  suites 
which,  in  addition  to  making  more  use  of  the  suites,,  also  eli¬ 
minates  the  necessity  for  children  to  travel  in  to  the  central 
clinic. 

The  Staff  Nurse  employed  by  the  Local  Authority  has  given 
2,198  injections,  1,003  dressings  and  4,065  other  types  of  nur¬ 
sing  treatment  during  the  year  under  review.  In  addition  she 
has  administered  all  Oral  Poliomyelitis  Vaccine,  an  average  of 
approximately  40  per  month. 

Dental  Section. 

784  Sessions  were*  held  for  dental  inspection  and  treatment 
of  school  children  and  pre-school  children. 

Provision  of  the  dental  laboratory  in  the  suite  permits 
direct  co-operation  between  the  professional  and  technical 
staff  and  the  following  work  was  completed  at  a  very  high

Meetings  have  been  held  during  the  year  attended  by  Gen¬ 
eral  Practitioners,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  the  Senior 
Medical  Officer  for  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  and  the  Health 
Centre  Staff  to  deal  with  domestic  problems  connected  with  the 
day  to  day  running  of  the  Centre.  A  General  Practitioner  has 
been  elected  Chairman  and  the  Centre  Supervisor  acts  as 
Secretary.  These  meetings  have  proved  of  inestimable  benefit, 
making  for  closer  co-operation  and  ironing  out  many  difficulties. 

National  Assistance  Act  1948  (Section  47) 

National  Assistance  (Amendment)  Act  1951. 

This  Section  deals  with  the  removal  to  suitable  premises 
of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention.  During  the  year  there 
were  no  cases  removed  under  the  Act. 

Spastic  Paralysis. 

There  are  57  Borough  cases  of  spastic  paralysis  on  the 
books  at  the  Sunderland  Orthopaedic  and  Accident  Hospital. 

37  of  these  cases  are  below  school  leaving  age.  The  liaison 
in  the  matter  of  treatment  between  the  Sunderland  County 
Borough  and  the  local  Orthopaedic  Service  is  quite  good. 
Facilities  are  available  for  special  teaching  both  by  Home 
Teaching  and  at  Thornfield  Open  Air  School  for  the  cases 
which  are  suitable.  In  addition,  cases  are  occasionally 
referred  to  the  Percy  Hedley  School  for  Spastics  in  Newcastle.

Priestman  Special  Schools  for  physically  handicapped 
children.

Syphilis. 

Only  one  new  case  of  early  Syphilis  was  seen  during  the 
year,  this  being  a  Primary  in  a  British  Merchant  Seaman,  who 
had  contracted  the  disease  in  South  Africa. 

One  other  case  registered  in  December  1962  and  shown  as 
undiagnosed  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  treated  as  Syphilitic 
in  January  1963. 

Early  Syphilis  is  being  treated  with  Penicillin  only, 
either  by  (1)  the  daily  injections  of  Procaine  Penicillin  or 
(2)  weekly  injections  of  a  long  acting  penicillin  for  10  weeks, 
this  method  is  used  when  patients  come  from  a  distance  and  find 
it  impossible  to  attend  daily. 

The  number  of  cases  of  late  or  latent  syphilis  again 
showed  a  marked  decrease.  No  case  of  infantile  congenital 
syphilis  was  recorded^ 

Gonorrhoea. 

The  number  of  cases  of  acute  Gonorrhoea  registered  showed 
a  marked  increase  in  Males,  but  fewer  females. 
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Urethritis. 

The  number  of  cases  of  N.G.U.  remains  about  the  same,  but 
cases  from  Sunderland  are  down. 

Visits.  During  the  year,  the  Health  Visitor  (seconded  for 
this  purpose)  made  48  personal  visits,  of  this  number  32  per¬ 
sons  were  contacted  and  16  visits  proved  ineffectual.  As  a  re¬ 
sult  of  these  visits  32  persons  reported  to  the  clinic. 

Ante-natal  Cases.  The  two  cases  carried  over  from  1982  for 
delivery  in  1963  were  both  normal  deliveries  -  babies  N.V.D.

Modern  drug  treatment  of  tuberculosis  is  enabling  more  and 
more  cases  to  return  in  safety  to  their  old  employment  and  fewer 
cases  require  the  help  of  the  rehabilitation  clinic.  Those  cases, 
however,  that  do  require  help  present  many  difficulties  both  to 
the  medical  staff  and  the  Disablement  Resettlement  Officers. 

Waiting  List. 

There  was  no  waiting  list  for  pulmonary  tuberculosis  beds 
either  at  hospital  or  sanatorium,  and  no  waiting  list  for  the 
Thoracic  Surgical  Unit  at  Seaham. 


SUNDERLAND  BOROUGH  SUMMARY  OF  STATISTICAL  INFORMATION,  1963 
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Report  of  the  Tuberculosis  Care  Committee: - 

During  the  year  160  applications  have  been  dealt  with,  the 
majority  being  for  assistance  with  extra  nourishment.  The  newer 
cases  referred  being  now  mainly  in  the  older  age  group. 

Help  with  clothing,  bedding  and  footwear  has  been  granted 
where  there  has  been  prolonged  unemployment  and  clothing  for 
patients  on  being  admitted  or  discharged  from  hospital. 

The  Committee  is  grateful  to  the  Sponsorship  department  of 
the  Save  the  Children  Fund  and  Service  Benevolent  Funds  for  help 
granted  in  particular  necessitous  cases. 

Difficulties  still  arise  where  families  are  rehoused  to 
more  adequate  accommodation,  especially  in  the  cases  of  young 
married  couples  who  previously  have  had  no  home  of  their  own. 

The  co-operation  of  the  National  Assistance  Board  in  dealing 
with  such  cases  is  fully  appreciated,  but  the  voluntary  fund 
is  able  to  supplement  when  Statutory  assistance  has  reached 
its  limit.

Occupational  Therapy. 

New  cases  continue  to  be  referred  by  the  Health  Visitors 
and  of  the  36  patients  on  the  register,  29  are  visited  regularly 
each  week.  Patients  continue  to  appreciate  this  diversional  work 
and  look  forward  to  the  visit  of  the  therapist.  In  addition  to 
the  making  of  stools,  trays,  soft  toys,  wool  rugs,  knitting 
and  embroidery  two  new  crafts  have  been  introduced,  the  making 
of  Nylon  rugs  and  mosaic  topped  coffee  tables,  and  this  year 
some  of  the  patients  enjoyed  embroidering  sashes  for  Beauty 
Queen  Contests.  The  Committee  were  again  granted  space  at  the 
Floral  Exhibition  held  at  Seaburn  to  show  the  patients  work 
which  was  of  high  standard  and  much  admired.  The  Scheme  con¬ 
tinues  satisfactorily. 
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Extract  from  Report  of  Care-in-Illness  Committee. 

The  Committee  has  dealt  with  416  Applications,  the  majority 
having  been  referred  by  Health  Visitors.  District  Nurses,  Doctors. 
Almoners,  and  close  co-operation  has  been  maintained  with  the 
Health  department  and  the  National  Assistance  Board. 

A  number  of  these  cases  were  provided  with  extra  nourish¬ 
ment,  bedding  and  clothing  were  also  supplied  and  where  necessary 
appliances  lent  to  facilitate  home  nursing.  This  loan  scheme  of 
appliances  for  home  nursing  is  much  appreciated  and  the  various 
items  supplied  very  much  in  demand. 

This  year  a  number  of  requests  were  received  for  Walking 
Aids  several  of  the  patients  being  recommended  through  the 
Geriatric  Unit  for  an  aid  to  assist  mobility  and  safety  in  the 
home,  after  discharge  from  hospital. 

Among  the  applications  dealt  with  were  39  new  cancer  cases, 
almost  double  the  number  for  the  previous  year  and  for  whom  the 
Committee  were  able  to  obtain  weekly  nourishment  grants  through 
the  National  Society  for  Cancer  Relief,  who  also  in  several 
cases  gave  special  grants  to  provide  clothing,  bedding  and  coal 
for  the  patients.  Every  patient  receiving  a  nourishment  grant 
was  given  an  extra  gift  of  £3.  0.  Od.  at  Christmas  time.

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MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICE 

During  this  year  pressure  on  the  services  of  the  five 
Mental  Welfare  officers  increased  to  a  very  high  level. 

More  problem  families  have  been  notified  to  the  Department 
and  these  entail  very  frequent  visits  which  take  up  much  of  the 
officer's  time.  However,  it  is  gratifying  to  know  that  in  the 
majority  of  cases  the  officer  is  able  to  offer  practical  help 
and  sound  advice. 

Pre-care,  Care  and  After-Care  visits  prove  to  be  the  most 
important  part  of  the  service  and  valuable  help  is  given  by  all 
the  Officers. 

The  general  public  are  now  becoming  more  aware  that  a 
Mental  Health  Service  exists  and  there  is  excellent  liaison 
with  other  social  agencies  and  local  organisations  for  which 
I  am  very  grateful. 

The  bed  position  is  still  rather  acute  for  psychiatric 
cases  but  emergency  admissions  can  be  arranged  without  delay 
due  largely  to  the  co-operation  of  the  hospital  staff  concerned. 
However  in  the  case  of  subnormal  patients  the  bed  position  is 
very  acute  for  male  and  female  adults  and  a  long  waiting  period 
is  always  necessary. 

The  adaptation  of  the  two  premises  acquired  for  use  as 
hostels  for  mentally  infirm  persons  namely*.  Moorhill,  Sea  View 
Road,  and  The  Close,  Rock  Lodge  Road,  was  completed  during  the 
year  and  residents  were  accepted  from  4th  June  1964  and  1st 
September,  1964  respectively.  The  transfer  of  persons  to  the 
hostels  was  done  on  a  gradual  basis  in  order  to  achieve  a 
smooth  transition  from  hospital  to  hostel  accommodation  and 
with  as  little  inconvenience  to  the  residents  as  possible.  It 
is  true  to  say  that  there  have  been  many  problems  but  by  the 
end  of  the  year  both  hostels  were  running  smoothly  and  the 
position  was  as  follows: 

Moorhill  Hostel. 

There  were  28  female  residents  in  this  hostel-  Two  residents 
unfortunately  had  a  relapse  and  had  to  return  to  Cherry  Knowle 
Hospital  and  these  vacancies  were  immediately  taken  up  by  two 
other  patients  from  Cherry  Knowle  Hospital.  All  residents  appear 
to  be  nicely  settled  in  and  very  happy. 

The  Close  Hostel. 

There  were  15  male  residents  in  this  hostel-  Two  had  a 
relapse  and  had  to  return  to  Cherry  Knowle  Hospital  and  their 
vacancies  have  not  yet  been  filled.  Regular  visits  are  made  to 
these  hostels  when  all  the  residents  are  seen  -  problems 
discussed  and  assistance  and  advice  given.  Disablement 
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Rehabilitation  Officers  from  the  Ministry  of  Labour  have  visited 
The  Close  when  all  the  residents  were  seen  and  assessed  for  the 
purpose  of  offering  suitable  employment  if  and  when  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  arose. 

Humbledon  Training  Centre. 

The  number  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  December,  1963 
was  138  trainees,  with  a  staff  of  3  supervisors  and  8  assistant 
supervisors,  compared  with  70  trainees  and  a  staff  of  3  super¬ 
visors  and  1  assistant  supervisor  prior  to  transfer  in  October 
1962.  During  the  year  6  trainees  voluntarily  discharged  them¬ 
selves  and  1  trainee  was  admitted  to  residential  care. 

The  new  buildings  have  given  an  incentive  to  greater 
activity  both  in  work  and  recreation.  A  more  varied  programme 
of  work  in  the  female  adult  workshops  has  been  carried  out  and 
includes  doing  both  the  Centre*  s  own  laundry  together  with 
contract  work  for  the  Public  Cleansing  Department.  Basket  work 
has  been  introduced^  and  the  usual  high  standard  has  been  main¬ 
tained  with  needlework  and  other  handicrafts. 

The  male  adult  centre  has  continued  to  concentrate  on 
woodwork,  rugmaking  and  car  cleaning.  Power  machines  in  the 
workshop  have  made  it  possible  to  produce  a  greater  number  of 
articles  such  as  book-cases,  kitchen  furniture,  toys  and  a 
variety  of  equipment  for  use  in  schools  in  the  town  and  in 
the  department.  Many  tributes  have  been  received  from  grateful 
customers  and  the  work  has  become  more  widely  known  through 
the  personal  recommendations  of  these  satisfied  people. 

Children  enjoy  attending  the  junior  training  centre  and 
have  improved  in  many  ways.  All  are  very  happy  and  try  to  avoid 
being  absent. 

The  centre  has  been  visited  by  various  parties  of  profess¬ 
ional  people,  student  teachers,  nurses  in  training  and  repre¬ 
sentatives  from  other  authorities.  All  have  expressed  admira¬ 
tion  for  the  new  buildings  and  the  high  standard  of  training 
and  work  carried  out  by  the  staff  and  trainees.  Two  open  days 
were  held  during  November  when  parents^  relatives  Eind  friends 
attended  in  great  numbers  and  purchased  all  goods  on  sale  and 
placed  orders  for  goods  which  will  keep  the  trainees  occupied 
for  some  time.  Many  members  of  the  public  were  amazed  at  the 
standard  of  ability  shown  by  persons  attending  the  centre.  As 
a  result  of  the  progress  made  since  opening  the  centre,  the 
future  calls  for  greater  effort  to  increase  the  range  of 
occupation  and  work  to  meet  the  demands  for  our  goods  from  a 
grateful  and  now  more  knowledgeable  public.  This  applies  part¬ 
icularly  to  the  adult  sections  of  the  department.  The  centre 
activities  help  the  trainee  to  become  a  wage  earner  in  the 
family  as  well  as  a  happier  and  more  useful  citizen. 
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Medical  care  has  been  provided  by  the  Deputy  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  and  Health  Visitor.  Home  problems  or  prolonged  absen¬ 
teeism  are  referred  to  the  Mental  Welfare  Officers  or  appropriate 
social  agency.  Many  people  thus  co-operate  with  the  staff  at  the 
Centre  to  help  to  do  all  that  is  possible  for  those  under  our 
care.  Applications  for  admission  have  been  referred  by  the  Local 
Education  Authority,  Children's  Officer,  Local  Hospital  depart¬ 
ments  and  voluntary  workers  or  voluntarily  by  parents  anxious 
for  advice  and  to  obtain  for  their  handicapped  children  suitable 
educational  training  as  early  as  possible. 

Care  and  After  Care. 

2,535  visits  for  observation  and  investigation  were  made 
by  mental  welfare  officers  and  564  interviews  held  at  the  Health 
Department  in  respect  of  mentally  ill  patients. 

1,421  home  visits  and  32  interviews  were  carried  out  in 
respect  of  subnormal  or  severely  subnormal  patients. 

Arrangements  made  for  the  immediate  notification  of  pat¬ 
ients  discharged  from  hospital  who  will  require  after  care 
service  by  our  Mental  Welfare  Officers  are  working  well.

The  Pood  Traders  Voluntary  Guild  of  Hygiene,  an  active  body 
in  Sunderland  continues  to  play  its  part.  The  Guild  appoints  its 
own  officers  from  the  many  traders  and  functions  under  the  aus¬ 
pices  of  the  Health  Committee  and  Public  Health  Inspectors.

Inspections  of  Public  Houses  have  been  carried  out  and 
improvements  have  been  effected  with  the  willing  co-operation 
of  the  firms  concerned.

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The  total  number  of  animals  slaughtered  during  the  first 
year  at  the  Public  Abattoir  was  some  5,000  in  excess  of  the 
number  slaughtered  in  the  previous  year  when  this  was  carried 
out  in  private  slaughterhouses. 

The  Meat  Inspection  Regulations,  1963,  came  into  operation 
on  1st  October,  1963.  The  main  provisions  are  that  meat  at 
slaughterhouses  must  be  inspected  and  that  which  is  passed  as 
fit  for  human  consumption  must  be  marked. 

Condemned  meat  and  offal  is  collected  by  a  firm  outside 
the  Borough  and  processed  into  fertilizer.  All  other  food  is 
destroyed  in  the  incinerator  or  disposed  of  by  controlled 
tipping  by  the  Cleansing  Department. 

Bacteriological  Examinations  for  Pathogenic  Organisms. 

Excellent  collaboration  has  been  received  from  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  Service  in  connection  with  the  adoption  of 
bacteriological  aids  in  assessing  the  fitness  or  otherwise  of 
certain  carcases  intended  for  food.  This  service  is  of  the 
greatest  value  in  what  are  known  as  ‘‘borderline*'  cases  in  which 
there  is  some  suspicion  that  the  animal  was  affected  with  a 
systemic  disease  at  the  time  of  slaughter  and  the  flesh  or 
organs  of  which  might  therefore  be  dangerous  if  consumed. 

Foreign  Matter  in  Foodstuffs: 

A  number  of  cases  relating  to  foreign  matter  in  foodstuffs 
were  investigated.  Legal  proceedings  were  instituted  against 
one  firm  and  as  a  result  a  fine  of  £10  was  imposed.

1  Informal  sample  of  fish  cakes  contained  only  30.1%  fish;  this 
was  followed  up  with  a  formal  sample  which  was  also  deficient 
-  25.5%  fish  content.  Legal  action  resulted  in  the  manufac¬ 
turer  being  fined  £10  with  sixty  five  shillings  costs. 

1  Informal  sample  of  soured  cream  contained  only  16.8%  fat,  a 
deficiency  of  1.2%.  A  formal  sample  was  taken  and  this  proved 

genuine.  The  manufacturer  concerned  was  notified  of  the 
unsatisfactory  sample. 

1  Sample  of  lemonade  powder  (pre-packed)  did  not  have  a 
declaration  of  ingredients  on  the  packet  when  offered  for 
sale.  This  powder  was  withdrawn  from  sale  until  the  packets 
were  altered  to  comply  with  statutory  requirements. 

1  Informal  sample  of  chopped  chicken  in  jelly  contained  only 
70.9%  chicken.  A  further  sample  was  taken  and  this  was 
genuine.  The  manufacturer's  attention  was  drawn  to  The  Pood 
Standards  Committee  recommendation  for  this  particular  type 
of  food. 

1  Sample  of  beef  sausage  contained  500  parts  sulphur  dioxide 
which  was  not  declared.  The  manufacturer  concerned  was 
cautioned. 

1  Sample  of  ice-cream  contained  4.2%  fat.  After  enquiries  at 
the  factory  the  manufacturer  was  cautioned. 
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Ice-Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regulations,  1947. 

Ice-Cream  Factories,  Merchants  and  Dealers.  A  high  standard 
of  cleanliness  has  been  maintained  in  all  premises  where  ice¬ 
cream  is  being  manufactured,  stored  and  sold.  Frequent  inspections 
are  made  at  local  factories  during  the  manufacture  of  ice-cream, 
particular  attention  being  paid  to  the  subsequent  cleansing  and 
sterilising  of  equipment  after  use.  There  were  183  samples,  sub¬ 
mitted  for  bacteriological  examination  and  85.8%  were  satisfactory 
compared  with  87.8%  in  1962. 

The  average  fat  content  of  ice-cream  samples  submitted  for 
chemical  analysis  was  10.0%  compared  with  the  figure  for  1962 
which  was  7.3%.

Water.  The  source  of  supply  remains  unchanged  and  the  qual¬ 
ity  and  quantity  satisfactory. 


Water  Supply. 

186  samples  of  water  from  the  town  mains  supply  were  sub¬ 
mitted  for  bacteriological  examination,  and  all  were  satisfactory. 

Swianing  Baths. 

36  visits  were  made  to  swimming  baths  in  the  Borough,  and 
21  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  the  baths.  These  samples  were 
satisfactory. 

There  are  3  Public  Swimming  Baths  in  the  Borough,  each  is 
filled  from  the  Sunderland  and  South  Shields  Water  Company 
reservoirs  supplied  by  town  mains.  Continuous  filtration  and 
chlorination  is  carried  out  at  each  of  the  baths  which  are  only 
emptied  when  repairs  are  necessary. 

Samples  of  water  are  taken  during  the  periods  when  the 
baths  are  being  used  to  capacity  and  the  bacteriological  exa¬ 
mination  of  the  samples  shows  that  the  water  is  satisfactory. 

Adequate  showers  and  footbaths  are  provided  to  reduce  the 
possibility  of  contamination  of  the  baths  by  the  public. 
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Rivers  and  Streams.  As  a  result  of  the  survey  of  river  and 
sea  pollution  action  is  being  taken  for  the  prevention  of  pollu¬ 
tion  of  the  River  Wear  and  the  town  beaches.

CLEAN  AIR  ACT.  1956 
Smoke  Control  Order  No. 6: 

The  No. 6  Smoke  Control  Order  was  approved  by  the  Council  on 
13th  February,  1963  and  was  scheduled  to  come  into  operation  on 
1st  December,  1963.  This  was  accordingly  submitted  to  the  Minister 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government  for  confirmation. 

In  May  a  letter  was  received  from  the  Ministry  intimating 
that,  owing  to  rapid  technological  changes  in  the  gas  industry, 
supplies  of  coke  suitable  for  the  open  fire  may  cease  to  be 
available  to  meet  the  requirements  of  further  smoke  control 
areas,  and  that  changes  would  be  needed  in  current  arrangements 
in  order  to  ensure  that  progress  with  smoke  control  was  not 
impeded.  A  review  of  these  arrangements  was  to  be  carried  out 
in  conjunction  with  the  Minister  of  Power,  and  in  particular, 
attention  was  being  given  to  encourage  the  greater  use  of 
closed  and  openable  stoves.' 

This  was  followed  in  August  by  a  further  letter  from  the 
Ministry  stating  that  it  should  be  assumed  that  no  further 
supplies  of  smokeless  solid  open  fire  fuels  would  be  available 
in  the  Northern  Region  than  that  already  earmarked  for  areas 
covered  by  confirmed  smoke  control  ordersw  If,  therefore,,  the 
same  reliance  as  hitherto  continued  to  be  placed  on  open  fires 
in  smoke  control  areas  in  the  Northern  Region,  the  Minister 
would  not  be  justified  in  confirming  the  orders  submitted  by 
Local  Authorities  in  the  Northern  Region  than  were  then  before 
him,  because  the  demand  for  open  fire  fuel  created  would  exceed 
the  supply. 
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It  was  pointed  out  in  the  letter  that  there  was  no  overall 
shortage  of  smokeless  fuels;  it  was  only  solid  open  fire  fuels 
which  were  short.  Some  of  the  alternative  smokeless  fuels  were 
in  abundant  supply,  in  particular  there  being  plenty  of  hard 
coke.  Price  trends  and  developments  of  new  appliances  had 
resulted  in  gas,  electricity,  and  oil  becoming  increasingly 
competitive  in  running  costs  as  compared  with  smokeless  open 
fire  fuels. 

The  Minister  also  suggested  that  Local  Authorities  in  the 
Northern  Region  who  had  submitted  Smoke  Control  Orders  which 
now  awaited  his  confirmation,,  should  review  the  fuel  estimates 
submitted  with  these  Orders  in  consultation  with  local  repre¬ 
sentatives  of  the  fuel  and  power  industries,  and  with  the 
householders  affected  by  the  Orders,  with  a  view  to  eliminating 
the  demand  for  open  fire  fuel  and  replacing  it  by  a  demand  for 
alternative  smokeless  fuels.  When  Local  Authorities  had  com¬ 
pleted  their  reviews,  they  were  invited  to  submit  to  the 
Minister  their  revised  estimates  of  requirements  and  the  fuel 
industries'  offer  to  supply. 

As  our  No. 6  Area  is  comprised  mostly  of  Council  houses  in 
which  approved  grates  were  installed,  and  so  required  only  minor 
alterations  to  make  them  capable  of  burning  open  fire  smokeless 
fuel,  it  was  decided  to  obtain  the  Northern  Gas  Board's  view  on 
future  fuel  supplies.  A  letter  was  therefore  sent  to  the  Northern 
Gas  Board  with  a  copy  of  the  Minister' s  letter.  Their  reply  was 
received  in  due  course  which  stated  that  the  fuel  reserved  for 
the  No. 6  Area  was  still  available  but  the  supply  could  not  be 
reserved  indefinitely  and,  whilst  they  desired  to  assist  the 
Council,  it  was  doubtful  if  they  would  be  able  to  maintain  the 
reservation  beyohd  April,  1964.  This  information  was  sent  to 
the  Minister  with  a  request  that  an  early  decision  be  given  on 
the  No. 6  Smoke  Control  Order.  The  reply  to  this  came  in  October,, 
and  the  3rd  December  was  fixed  as  the  date  for  a  Public  Inquiry 
to  be  held  to  hear  the  objections  to  the  Order. 

It  was  decided  by  the  appropriate  Committees,  that  in  order 
to  speed  up  work  when  the  Order  was  confirmed,,  that  approximately 
one  hundred  houses  be  selected,,  and  the  gas  points  fixed,  so  the 
necessary  materials  and  labour  force  could  be  more  accurately 
estimated,  and  be  ready,  when  required.  This  was  carried  out  by 
the  Northern  Gas  Board  and  valuable  experience  was  gained  in 
regard  to  fixing  and  positioning  of  the  gas  pipe  runs. 

At  the  Public  Inquiry  only  four  persons  and  a  solicitor 
were  present  to  voice  their  objections  to  the  Order. 

The  main  objections  were  -  the  cost  of  smokeless  fuel,  the 
availability  of  the  fuel,  the  location  of  the  Area,  the  fact 
that  the  Area  was  on  higher  ground  than  the  rest  of  the  town, 
and  that  the  main  source  of  smoke  pollution  was  from  industry 
and  not  from  domestic  chimneys.  The  solicitor  stated  that 
there  would  not  be  sufficient  fuel  available,  that  the  demand 
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had  been  under-estimated,  and  that  the  consumers*  storage  fac¬ 
ilities  were  inadequate.  In  replying  to  these  objections  the 
Northern  Gas  Board  representative  assured  the  Ministry  Inspector 
that  ample  supplies  of  open  fire  fuel  would  be  available  for  the 
area.  From  the  type  of  objections  received  it  is  evident  that  the 
general  public  do  not  appreciate  the  necessity  for  smoke-free  air 
nor  the  benefits  it  will  bring,  and  a  great  deal  of  education  is 
needed  in  this  respect. 

Future  Policy: 

If  smoke  control  is  to  be  an  accomplished  fact  in  the  North¬ 
ern  Region,  then  it  is  evident  that  any  future  programme  will 
have  to  rely  on  gas,  electricity,  or  hard  coke  of  which  we  have 
been  assured  there  are  ample  supplies.  This  will  mean,  of  course, 
the  use  of  closed  or  openable  stoves  with  the  resultant  increase 
in  costs  of  appliances  and  labour* 

The  daily  volumetric  gauges  which  we  are  operating  in  the 
National  Survey  of  Atmospheric  Pollution  conducted  by  the 
Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial  Research,  show  without 
exception,  that  pollution  in  all  areas  in  Sunderland  where 
samples  were  taken,  a  marked  preponderance  of  smoke  over  sulphur 
which  is  clearly  indicative  of  domestic  chimneys  as  the  major 
source  of  pollution.  Prom  records  now  available  we  find  that  the 
pollution  in  the  town  is  very  similar  to  that  in  Bolton,  and 
considerably  heavier  than  at  other  coastal  towns  of  similar  size 
in  the  South  such  as  Southampton  and  Southend, 

The  Standard  Deposit  Gauges  which  we  have  been  operating 
since  1957,  in  conjunction  with  the  Department  of  Scientific 
and  Industrial  Research,  have  given  valuable  information  in  the 
past,  but  now  that  more  accurate  readings  of  atmospheric  pollu¬ 
tion  are  being  obtained  from  the  daily  volumetric  gauges,  it  is 
proposed  to  dispense  with  them  in  the  near  future. 

Cancer  Research: 

An  invitation  was  received  from  the  Research  Committee  of 
The  College  of  General  Practitioners  in  conjunction  with  The 
Chester  Beatty  Institute  for  Cancer  Research,  to  take  part  in 
a  survey  of  the  affects  of  air  pollution  by  internal  combustion 
fuels,  with  the  resultant  contamination  of  air  and  vegetation 
with  lead* 

Lead  has  some  clearly  recognised  toxic  properties  when 
ingested  in  quantity,  but  the  effects  of  prolonged  exposure  to 
lead  in  food,  water,,  and  air  are  less  clear*.  Tetre-ethyl  lead 
is  frequently  added  to  internal  combustion  engine  fuels  and  is 
a  component  of  exhaust  fumes.  It  is  the  pollution  of  the  environ¬ 
ment  from  this  source  which  is  to  be  the  object  of  this  study. 
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Work  in  America  has  shown  that  vegetation  by  the  roadsides 
carrying  heavy  traffic  contains  higher  concentrations  of  lead 
the  amounts  diminishing  as  the  distance  from  the  road  increases. 
Here  it  is  intended  to  use  privet,  which  is  grown  as  a  hedge 
plant  throughout  Britain.  It  is  hoped  to  estimate  the  lead  con¬ 
tent  of  privet  cuttings  collected  in  a  standardised  fashion 
from  about  forty  centres  in  the  United  Kingdom.  The  centres 
have  been  selected  to  contrast  geographically  and  in  terms  of 
industrial  contamination.  During  the  survey,  which  is  expected 
to  start  in  1964,  privet  cuttings  will  be  taken  monthly  from 
sites  in  the  town  and  sent  for  analysis  to  laboratories  of 
The  Chester  Beatty  Institute.

59  visits  were  made  to  premises  in  connection  with  the 
above  Act. 

24  samples  of  Animal  Feeding  Stuffs  were  submitted  for  bac¬ 
teriological  examination.  3  samples  of  sterilized  meat  and  bone 
meal  were  infected  with  Salmonella  Seftenberg,  Salmonella 
Livingstone  and  Salmonella  typhi  murium  respectively.  The 
attention  of  the  Local  Authority  for  the  area  in  which  this 
meat  is  being  produced  has  been  drawn  to  these  results. 

Rag  Flock  and  Other  Filling  Materials  Act,  1951. 

There  are  ten  registered  premises  and  two  premises  licenced 
to  store  rag  flock  in  the  Borough.  33  visits  were  made  to  these 
premises  during  1963.  Two  persons  were  cautioned  for  failing  to 
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maintain  proper  records  of  filling  materials.  All  filling  mat¬ 
erials  inspected  were  from  approved  sources  and  were  warranted 
to  conform  to  the  requirements  of  the  Act.  Three  samples  of 
filling  materials  were  taken  during  the  year  and  were  reported 
to  comply  with  the  regulations.  No  rag  flock  or  other  filling 
material  is  being  manufactured  in  the  Borough.

Particular  attention  is  paid  to  the  storage 
of  these  poisons  and  the  keeping  of  retailers  Registers  of  Poi¬ 
sons,  particularly  where  these  poisons  are  ordered  by  phone  and 
delivered  to  farmers,  etc^

13  Complaints  of  noise  nuisance  entailing  54  visits  have 
been  received  during  the  year,  8  of  which  have  since  been 
abated^ 

The  remaining  instances  continue  to  be  investigated  and 
all  that  is  possible  is  being  done  under  difficult  circumstances.

SECTION  V  -  WATER  SUPPLY 

Drinking  water  for  the  port  is  supplied  by  the  Sunderland 
and  South  Shields  Water  Companyu. 

During  the  year  44  samples  of  water  were  taken  and  submitted 
for  bacteriological  examination,  3  from  quays,  3  from  the  Water 
Boat,  34  from  vessels  and  4  from  the  National  Coal  Board  Boring 
Tower.  Only  one  sample  proved  to  be  unsatisfactory  and  after  the 
cleansing  and  re-filling  of  the  tank,  a  further  sample  was  taken 
which  proved  satisfactory. 


SECTION  VI  -  PUBLIC  HEALTH  (SHIPS)  REGULATIONS.  1952. 

Arrangements  are  the  same  as  in  the  previous  years. 

The  number  of  Declarations  of  Health  rendered  to  the  Port 
Health  Authority  during  1963  was  85  compared  with  157  for  the 
preceding  year,  none  of  which  reported  infectious  diseases  on 
board  on  arrival- 

5  Declarations  of  Health  were  rendered  by  Masters  of 
vessels  trading  between  **Excepted”  Ports  and  this  Country  who 
normally  would  not  have  rendered  such  a  declaration. 
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Boarding  of  Vessels  on  Arrival: 


During  the  year  under  review  35  vessels  arriving  direct 
from  foreign  ports  and  8  vessels  arriving  coastwise.  Including 
the  H.M.  vessels,  were  met  immediately  on  arrival  by  officers 
of  the  Port  Health  Authority, 


The  majority  of  these  vessels  arrived  from  the  Levant, 
Africa,  Asia  or  South  America  and  in  most  Instances  medical 
examination  of  all  persons  on  board  was  carried  out. 


Vessels  arriving  from  the  nearer  Continental  ports  which 
may  have  previously  been  in  any  of  the  areas  mentioned  above 
were  also  met  on  arrival. 

Vessels  arriving  solely  from  Norway,  Denmark,  Sweden  and 
the  nearer  Continental  ports  were  visited  as  soon  as  practicable 
during  normal  working  hours. 

29  vessels  arrived  and  were  boarded  outside  of  normal  work¬ 
ing  hours. 

Illegal  Leaving  of  Vessel: 

W/V.  Governor  *  ,  arrived  from  Dakar,  Vessels  arriving 
from  African  Ports  are  always  regarded  as  arriving  from  suspected 
areas  and  are  met  on  arrival,  and  a  medical  examination  of  all 
passengers  and  members  of  the  crew  is  carried  out  as  a  precau¬ 
tionary  measure.  Towards  the  conclusion  of  the  medical  examina¬ 
tion  it  was  found  that  seven  members  of  the  crew  had  illegally 
left  the  vessel.  They  were  warned  the  following  day  that  any 

repetition  of  this  offence  in  this  port  would  involve  prosecu¬ 
tion.

VACCINATION  CERTIFICATES 
The  Public  Health  (Ships)  (Amendment)  Regulations,  1963. 

A  number  of  vessels  have  arrived  from  ports  in  Africa,  Asia 
or  those  parts  of  the  Americas  to  which  the  above  regulations  apply 
and  it  has  been  particularly  noticed  that  on  board  the  foreign  - 
owned  vessels  it  was  not  uncommon  to  find  that  a  considerable 
number  of  the  crew  were  either  unable  to  produce  valid  vaccination 
certificates  against  smallpox  or  the  certificates  produced  were 
well  out  of  date. 

Most  of  the  masters  concerned  were  quite  willing  to  have 
these  members  of  their  crews  vaccinated  if  a  definite  instruction 
to  do  so  was  issued,  but,  when  it  was  stated  that  vaccination 
was  ‘^offered”  no  further  co-operation  was  forthcoming. 

A  number  of  supernumaries  on  board  of  British-owned  vessels 
were  unable  to  produce  valid  vaccination  certificates  and  in  a 
number  of  instances  this  also  applied  to  members  of  the  crews 
generally  for  reason  of  certificates  being  out  of  date.

Berl-Beri: 

M/V.  “TAYBANK”  (New  Vessel): 

Health  Authorities,  London  Air  Port,  notified  that  42  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  crew  had  been  flown  direct  from  Pakistan  and  arrived 
in  this  country,  1st  December,  1963. 

On  the  4th  December,  1963,  a  general  medical  practitioner 
was  called  to  the  vessel  where  he  found  a  deck-hand  suffering 
from  Beri-Beri. 

The  seaman  was  removed  to  the  General  Hospital,  Sunderland. 
Later  his  mental  condition  deteriorated  so  that  he  had  to  be 
removed  to  the  General  Hospital  Ryhope. 

Deaths: 

s/s.  “Thomas  Goulden",  arrived  late  on  the  night  of  February,, 
2nd  1963,  from  London. 

This  Authority  was  notified  by  telephone  that  the  2nd  Engin¬ 
eer  was  suffering  from  multiple  injuries  due  to  him  falling  into 
crankpit  while  engines  were  still  turning. 

As  this  was  of  extreme  urgency  the  Deputy  Port  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  was  informed  and  he  volunteered  to  board  the  vessel 
immediately  it  berthed  alongside. 

After  receiving  attention  the  patient  was  removed  to  the 
Royal  Infirmary  where  he  died  on  admission. 

M/V.  “British  Guide”:  arrived  from  Rotterdam  -  Saltend,  9th 
November,  1963.  On  the  11th  November,  1963,  a  telephone  call  was 
received  from  the  Ship' s  Agent  stating  that  an  Indian  Seaman  had 
collapsed  on  board  and  was  urgently  in  need  of  medical  assistance. 

The  vessel  was  boarded  by  a  general  medical  practitioner  who 
found  the  seaman  to  be  already  dead;  the  body  was  removed  to  the 
mortuary  at  the  General  Hospital. 

The  cause  of  death  was  later  given  as  “due  to  natural 
causes”. 

Before  allowing  the  body  to  be  removed  to  the  General 
Hospital  the  Coroner' s  Officer  enquired  if  there  was  any  reason 
to  suppose  that  the  cause  of  death  could  have  been  of  an  infec-; 
tious  nature,  or  if  the  seaman  had  been  exposed  to  any  risk  of 
infection. 

This  was  a  wise  precaution  and  he  was  given  an  assurance 
that  such  was  not  the  case. 
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HEALTH  CONTROL  -  ASIATIC  CREWS 

Strict  surveillance  has  continued  to  be  maintained  in  cases 
where  asiatic  members  of  crews  have  arrived  in  the  port  to  join 
vessels  after  travelling  to  this  country  by  air.  No  cases  cf  in¬ 
fectious  diseases  occurred  among  members  of  these  crews. 

Astatic  members  of  six  newly  constructed  vessels  lying  in 
the  port  were  flown  from  India,  Pakistan  or  Hong  Kong. 

In  the  case  of  one  other  vessel  the  crew  were  flown  to  this 
country  direct  from  the  West  Indies. 

Notification  was  received  of  the  arrival  from  Bombay  of  two 
members  of  the  crew  of  the  M/V.  “Sllverweir”  which  was  lying  in 
the  port. 

It  was  learned  early  in  January  that  the  crew  of  the  new 
M/V.  'Houston  City'',  were  to  be  flown  direct  to  London  from  India* 

Upon  a  request  received  from  the  Health  Control  Unit,  London 
Airport,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Stepney,  forwarded  to 
this  Authority  a  complete  list  of  the  crew  who  had  arrived  from 
Bombay. 

This  list  was  checked  with  the  local  agents,  who  stated  that 
all  those  named  had  arrived  at  the  vessel  and  were  apparently  in 
good  health* 

Bombay  being  situate  in  a  Smallpox  Endemic  Area,  it  is  always 
advisable  to  keep  a  close  check  upon  arrivals  of  Asiatic  Seamen 
who  may  arrive  in  Sunderland  within  a  few  days  of  leaving  Bombay. 

The  local  agent  notified  on  the  26th  April,  1963,  that 
Chinese  members  of  the  crew  were  being  flown  direct  from  Hong 
Kong  to  London  Airport  and  then  transferred  by  road  to  Sunderland 
to  join  the  newly  constructed  M/V.  "Welsh  Herald".  It  later  tran¬ 
spired  that  upon  arrival  at  London  Airport  the  crew  were  trans¬ 
ferred  to  a  Seamens*  Hostel,  Stepney  Metropolitan  Borough,  where 
they  remained  for  approximately  24  hours.  They  later  joined  the 
vessel  at  Sunderland  only  six  hours  before  sailing.  No  notifica¬ 
tion  in  respect  of  the  health  of  these  crew  members  was  received. 

It  is  understood  that  30  West  Indian  Seamen  who  had  been 
flown  from  the  West  Indies  to  London  Airport  joined  the  newly 
constructed  M/V.  "Montreal  Star"  a  few  days  before  she  sailed. 

At  that  time  no  area  in  the  West  Indies  was  Scheduled  as  being 
infected  by  any  of  the  quarantinable  diseases  and  this  may 
account  for  the  lack  of  notification. 

It  is  understood  that  40  Indian  Seamen  were  flown  from  India 
via  Frankfurt  to  London  Airport  to  join  the  newly  constructed 
M/V.  "Victore**  a  few  days  before  the  vessel  sailed. 
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No  notification  was  received  from  the  Health  Authority. 
London  Airport,  but  this  may  be  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that 
some  restricted  medical  clearance  would  be  given  by  the  Health 
Authorities  at  Frankfurt. 

The  masters  of  any  vessels  whose  crews  had  arrived  in  this 
country  by  air  were  requested  to  notify  immediately  to  this 
Authority  any  cases  of  sickness.  Periodical  visits  were  paid  by 
officers  of  the  authority  to  such  vessels  while  they  remained 
in  the  port.

SECTION  XII  -  MEASURES  AGAINST  RODENTS  IN  SHIPS 

FROM  FOREIGN  PORTS 

1.  As  soon  as  practicable  after  arrival  such  ships  are  system 
atically  searched  by  the  authority' s  rodent  operator  under  the 
supervision  of  an  inspector.  All  possible  harbourages  are  care¬ 
fully  noted,,  also  any  damage  to  cargo  and  stores,  paying  part¬ 
icular  attention  to  excreta,  gnawings,  runs  and  smears* 

Prom  stem  to  stern  every  compartment  is  minutely  inspected 
and  it  rests  entirely  upon  the  result  of  such  inspections  as  to 
whether  or  not  repressive  measures  are  undertaken* 

2.  All  rats  submitted  for  bacteriological  or  pathological 
examination  from  such  vessels  are  forwarded  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  Service,  Havelock  Hospital,  Sunderland. 

4  Black  Rats  have  been  forwarded  to  the  Public  Health 
laboratory  Service  during  the  year  under  review:  in  every 
instance  the  bacteriologist  reported  “Bacillus  Pestis  Not 
Pound". 


475  Vessels  have  been  searched  for  rats  and/or  their 
Deratting  Certificates  examined  during  the  year  compared  with 
656  vessels  for  the  corresponding  period  of  1962. 

Rat  destruction  was  carried  out  on  board  of  1  vessel  com¬ 
pared  with  5  vessels  in  1962  resulting  in  the  destruction  of 
8  Rats  compared  with  41  Rats  for  the  preceding  year. 

Enquiries  as  to  rodent  prevalence  were  also  made  on  board 
of  1,027  vessels. 
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43  Rats  were  destroyed,  principally  by  trapping  at  Ware¬ 
houses  and  Wharves  on  the  river  and  dock  premises,  compared 
with  82  Rats  and  2  Mice  for  1962  making  a  total  of  51  Rats  for 
1963  compared  with  82  Rats  and  2  Mice  for  the  previous  year. 

In  addition  1,211  poison  baits,  compared  with  1,464  for 
the  preceding  year,  were  laid  at  various  points  where  trapping 
was  considered  futile,,  the  result  of  which  cannot  be  properly 
estimated. 

The  total  number  of  visits  paid  to  vessels  was  1,502  and 
to  Shore  premises,  1,065  during  1963,  for  the  purpose  of  rat 
destruction,  as  compared  with  1,661  visits  to  vessels  and  1,135 
visits  to  Shore  premises  during  1962. 


MEASURES  TAKEN  TO  PREVENT  PASSAGE  OF  RATS 
BETWEEN  SHIPS  &  SHORE 

All  vessels  from  infected  or  suspected  ports  and  all  vessels 
having  signs  of  rat  infestation  are  required  to  place  efficient 
rat-guards  on  all  mooring  ropes.^  Where  the  supply  of  rat-guards 
is  insufficient,  the  mooring  ropes  are  to  be  covered  daily  with 
fresh  tar  for  a  distance  of  three  feet  from  the  edge  of  the  quay 
outwards. 


METHODS  OF  DERATTING 


Ships: 

S.O. 2.  Fumigation  by  Sulphur  Dioxide  gas,  which  is  generated  by 
burning  3  lbs.  Sulphur  to  each  1,000  cubic  feet  of  space 
minimum  time  of  exposure,,  8  hours. 

H.C.N.  Hydrogen  Cyanide,  which  is  generated  by  the  vaporisation 
of  Liquid  Hydrogen  Cyanide;  2  ozs.  per  1,000  cubic  feet 
for  cargo  spaces  and  storerooms;  1  oz.  per  1,000  cubic 
feet  for  living  quarters  and  other  places  not  used  for 
stores  or  cargo.  Minimum  time  of  exposure,  2  hours. 

Methyl  Bromide  (CH.  3  BR. ) 

Where  instances  of  infestation  by  insect  pests  are  reported 
by  Officers  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  &  Food  and 
recommendations  are  made  for  the  fumigation  of  the  infested  spaces 
by  means  of  Methyl  Bromide  the  owners  of  the  vessels  concerned 
usually  request  the  issue  of  an  International  Deratting  Certificate. 
International  Health  Regulations  do  not  confine  the  method  of 
fumigation  to  any  particular  agent;  what  is  required  is  that  “it 
shall  be  of  recognised  effectiveness  and  inspection  of  the  ship 
after  deratting  shows  it  to  be  free  from  rats”  .  In  compliance 
with  such  requests  arrangements  have  been  concluded  for  the  use 
of  Methyl  Bromide  as  a  fumigant  for  the  destruction  of  any  rat 
population  present  on  board*. 
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The  usual  concentration  is  16  ozs.  per  1,000  cubic  feet  of 
free  air  space  and  the  time  of  exposure  a  minimum  of  12  hours. 

Searches  carried  out  on  board  of  vessels  where  this  method 
of  fumigation  has  been  employed  reveal  that  it  has  been  highly 
effective  and  an  International  Deratting  Certificate  has  been 
issued  in  each  case. 

Fumigations  are  carried  out  by  commercial  contractors  whose 
staffs  are  trained  to  comply  with  the  Hydrogen  Cyanide  (Fumigation 
of  Ships)  Regulations,  1951. 

When  vessels  are  examined  for  the  purpose  of  issuing  Deratting 
or  Deratting  'Exemption'  Certificates,,  any  harbourage,  runs, 
gnawings,  defective  bulkheads  giving  access  to  stores  etc. ,  are 
brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Master  or  Owner  and  practical  sug¬ 
gestions  made  for  remedying  same.  Particular  attention  is  given 
to  new  vessels  and  wherever  it  is  necessary,  instructions  are 
given  to  see  that  all  pipes  entering  compartments  are  effectively 
fitted  with  collars  and  steel  flashings  are  fitted  in  places 
where  rodents  may  possibly  enter,  to  eliminate  any  possible 
source  of  nestings.  Drainage  holes  in  the  holds  are  given  care¬ 
ful  attention,  as  these  may  be  of  a  nature  and  size  to  afford 
easy  ingress  and  provide  a  means  of  future  infestation.  On  new 
vessels  the  builders  have  been  found  to  be  most  co-operative 
when  such  defects  have  been  drawn  to  their  attention  and  in  the 
majority  of  cases  the  work  has  been  done  before  a  Deratting 
'Exemption'  Certificate  has  been  issued*  Appreciation  must  once 
again  be  recorded  of  the  co-operation  between  local  ship  builders 
and  this  authority  in  the  matter  of  rat -proofing  of  newly  con¬ 
structed  vessels. 

Trapping  and  Laying  of  Poison  Baits. 

Premises  in  the  Vicinity  of  Docks  and  Quays. 

Trapping  and  the  laying  of  poison  baits  are  the  only  methods 

used. 

Measures  Taken  for  the  Detection  of  Rat  Prevalence  in  Ships  and 
on  Shore. 

Arrangements  are  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year. 

Rat  Proofing,  Docks,  Warehouses  etc. 

Arrangements  are  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year. 

New  Vessels; 

The  construction  of  twenty  two  vessels  was  completed  during 
the  year:  these  ranged  from  a  small  tanker  of  approximately 
2,000  Tons  to  the  largest  tanker  up  to  this  time  built  in  the 
United  Kingdom,  a  vessel  of  approximately  85,000  Tons. 
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Sunderland  is  reputed  to  be  the  largest  Ship-building  town 
in  the  world  and  as  such  it  is  obvious  that  this  co-operation 
must  be  beneficial  to  both  the  builders  and  owners.  For  a  number 
of  years  the  Ship-Builders  have  requested  the  attendance  of 
officers  of  this  Authority  when  vessels  under  construction  are 
nearing  completion. 

The  vessels  are  inspected  along  with  a  representative  of 
the  builders  and  suggestions  made  for  efficient  rat-proofing 
where,  in  the  opinion  of  the  inspectors  it  is  desirable. 

On  revisiting  the  vessels  for  the  purpose  of  issuing  an 
International  Deratting  ‘Exemption*  Certificate  it  is  found 
that  in  almost  all  instances  the  suggestions  have  been  complied 
with. 


It  has  been  noticed  that  only  on  a  very  small  number  of 
occasions,  have  any  of  these  vessels  on  their  return  to  the 
Port^,  shown  evidence  of  rat  infestation  and  that  in  almost 
every  case  such  infestation  has  been  due  to  damage  sustained 
which  has  had  the  effect  of  (providing  temporary  harbourages. 
This  has  been  rectified  in  all  cases.  It  has  been  found  from 
practical  experience  that  in  the  matter  of  rat -proofing  every 
vessel  must  be  judged  individually,  even  sister  ships  have  been 
found  to  present  problems  exclusive  to  a  particular  vessel  -  it 
is  never  safe  to  generalise.

During  the  year  24  Rodent  Control  Certificates  have  been 
issued  and  the  fees  received  amounted  to  £79. 

THE  PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT, 1949 

Trapping  and  poisoning  were  the  measures  adopted  at  eight 
riverside  premises  where  slight  infestations  by  rats  were  dealt 
with  by  the  Rodent  Operator  employed  by  the  Authority. 

A  total  of  43  rats  were  destroyed  and  the  amount  of  time 
spent  was,  in  each  case,  so  small  that  no  charges  were  levied 
upon  the  owners  of  the  premises. 

It  is  felt  that  Where  only  minor  infestations  are  dealt 
with  and  no  charges  are  made  greater  co-operation  by  prompt 
notification  and  willingness  to  comply  with  any  directions 
issued  by  officers  of  the  Authority  is  generally  shown  by  the 
owners  or  occupiers  of  the  infested  premises. 

CO-OPERATION  WITH  LOCAL  FIRE  SERVICES  ETC 

In  every  case  where  a  vessel  is  being  subject  to  fumigation 
by  H.C.N. ,  C.H.3.B.R. ,  or  S.O. 2..  the  appropriate  information 
is  given  to  the  Harbour  Master,  River  Wear  Police  and  the 
Superintendent  of  the  County  Borough  of  Sunderland  Fire  Brigade. 

In  consultation  with  the  Harbour  Authorities  it  has  been 
agreed  that  where  H.C.N. ,  or  C.H.3.B.R. ,  is  being  employed  and 
such  gas  is  present  during  the  hours  of  darkness,  a  red  light 
shall  be  prominently  displayed  on  board.

Of  the  total  of  1,502  vessels  inspected  84  or  6.5%  were 
found  to  have  one  or  more  nuisances  or  sanitary  defects* 

The  opportunity  was  taken  to  seek  the  abatement  of  these 
when  the  vessels  were  in  port,  in  dry-dock,  or  undergoing  repairs 
afloat. 

It  is  found  that,  as  a  general  rule„  any  reasonable  requests 
from  this  authority  which  sought  improvements  in  the  accommodation^ 
or  greater  attention  being  paid  to  the  hygienic  conditions  of 
provision  storerooms,  gallies  and  pantries,,  received  the  co¬ 
operation  of  the  respective  owners. 

With  the  exception  of  6  vessels  which  left  the  port  before 
the  necessary  work  was  completed,  or  only  partially  completed, 
and  1  vessel  which  was  still  undergoing  extensive  re-fit,  all 
the  nuisances  and  defects  were  remedied. 

On  the  1,502  vessels  inspected  there  were  30,178  men  living, 
being  an  average  of  approx.  20  men  per  vessel.

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SECTION  XIV 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  (SHELL-FISH)  REGULATIONS.  1934  &  1948 

The  Regulations  refer  to  the  gathering  and  sale  for  human 
consumption  of  shell-fish  which  may  be  infected. 

There  are  no  layings,  private  or  public,  within  the  juris¬ 
diction  of  this  authority.  Indiscriminate  gathering  of  shell¬ 
fish  from  quay  walls,  piers  and  rocks  still  continues,  presumably 
for  the  purpose  of  bait.  There  is  no  control  over  the  gatherers, 
and  possibly  some  of  the  shell-fish  is  consumed.  When  it  is  rea¬ 
lised  that  the  river  contains  the  effluent  of  crude  untreated 
sewage,  it  must  be  obvious  that  such  shell-fish  is  polluted  and 
dangerous  for  human  consumption.

SECTION  XVI 
MISCELLANEOUS 

Arrangements  for  the  Burial  on  Shore  of  Persons  who  have 
died  on  Board  Ship  from  Infectious  Disease. 

Dead  bodies  brought  into  the  Port  by  Ship  are  examined  on 
board  by  the  Port  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  then  ordered 
to  be  removed  to  the  mortuary  at  the  General  Hospital  to  await 
the  necessary  inquest* 


THE  CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1956,  THE  DARK  SMOKE 
(PERMITTED  PERIODS)  REGULATIONS,  1958 

On  two  occasions  the  attention  of  the  management  of  a  tim¬ 
ber  company  had  to  be  drawn  to  prolonged  emissions  of  dark  smoke 
from  the  funnel  of  their  steam  crane;  prompt  abatement  of  the 
nuisances  followed.  The  stoker  at  another  installation  had  to 
be  warned  against  careless  stoking  which  resulted  in  a  pro¬ 
longed  emission  of  black  smoke. 

The  attention  of  employees  at  a  riverside  shipyard  had  to 
be  drawn  to  the  amount  of  black  smoke  emitted  from  paint  drums 
being  fired  on  the  foreshore*  It  was  also  found  necessary  to 
draw  the  attention  of  the  foreman  in  charge  to  a  prolonged 
emission  of  dark  smoke  from  the  funnel  of  the  vertical  boiler 
supplying  steam  for  pile  driving  at  the  same  premises.

FOREIGN  HAY  &  STRAW  ORDER. 1912 


M/V.  “Sparta”  arrived  from  Rotterdam,  with  cargo  of  onions,  7th 
January,  1963. 


These  bags  of  onions  had  been  stowed  with  a  fair  amount  of 
straw;  the  landing  of  this  straw  is  prohibited  and  the  Master 
was  warned  that  all  of  it  must  be  rerexported. 


This  instruction  was  complied  with. 


THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT  1936  -  1961 
Corporation  Qpay  -  Accumulation  of  Refuse; 

An  agreement  was  entered  into  with  the  River  Wear  Commiss¬ 
ioners  during  discussions  held  at  the  offices,  St.  Thomas  Street, 
about  three  years  ago  that  no  small  boats  should  be  landed  at 
the  West -end  of  the  quay  for  purpose  of  being  cleansed  before 
re-painting. 
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The  objection  raised  by  this  Authority  was  that  the  scrap¬ 
ings  from  the  bottoms  of  these  craft  consisted  of  material  which 
is  highly  contaminated;  sampling  carried  out  by  officers  of  this 
Authority  during  the  past  four  years  indicates  that  the  River 
and  nearer  Coastal  Waters  are  highly  polluted  by  sewage  and  it 
is  in  these  waters  that  these  craft  ply  and  are  moored. 

The  scrapings  are  not  always  promptly  or  efficiently  re¬ 
moved  with  the  result  that  they  are  dried  and  then  blown  into 
adjacent  buildings  or  on  board  of  ships  moored  at  the  quay. 

In  addition  the  quay  and  warehouse  are  scheduled  for  the 
reception  of  foodstuffs;  foodstuffs  are  also  delivered  to 
vessels  berthed  at  the  quay  and  it  is  essential  that  every 
precaution  should  be  taken  to  ensure  that  any  foodstuffs  should 
not  be  contaminated.  Therefore  no  craft  should  be  landed  any¬ 
where  on  this  quay  for  the  purpose  of  scraping. 

At  the  West  end  of  this  quay,  opposite  the  H.M.  Customs  & 
Excise,  Waterguard  offices  is  an  old  Air  Raid  shelter  which  now 
serves  no  useful  purpose  and  could  afford  harbourages  for  any 
moving  rat  population.  An  opportunity  should  be  taken  to  have 
it  filled  in. 

Fish  Quay: 

On  a  number  of  occasions  during  the  year  it  was  necessary 
to  draw  the  attention  of  the  River  Wear  Commissioners  to:- 

An  old  boat  containing  a  fair  amount  of  stagnant  water 
was  placed  on  the  West  end  of  the  quay. 

A  tea  chest  containing  a  considerable  quantity  of  de¬ 
composing  bones  placed  on  the  quay  overnight. 

An  increasing  amount  of  rubbish  deposited  on  the  quay; 
some  due  to  the  demolition  of  an  old  Nissen  hut  formerly 
used  by  in-shore  fishermen. 

All  of  these  matters  received  their  attention. 

The  attention  of  the  management  of  a  timber  importing  firm 
has  had  to  be  drawn  on  two  occasions  to  accumulations  of  refuse 
outside  the  office  building.  In  both  instances  the  matter 
received  prompt  attention  from  those  concerned. 

A  visit  was  made  to  the  Wear  Refinery,  Hendon  Dock,  to 
check  the  installation  of  new  steam  registers  to  be  used  for 
the  rendering  of  fat  from  animal  carcasses.  These  will,  materially 
lessen  the  possibility  of  foul  odours  being  perceptible  when  such 
treatment  is  taking  place.

Group  Authority  Issued  by  Home  Office.  December,  1960. 

The  agents  for  the  Norwegian  M/V.  “Montana'*  were  advised 
to  have  a  check  made  by  a  qualified  chemist  of  the  dangerous 
drugs  and  preparations  on  board  to  which  the  terms  of  the  above 
act  and  regulations  applied  before  the  prospective  change  of 
ownershipbecame  effective.  An  application  made  later  by  the 
master  for  permission  to  purchase  and  be  in  possession  of  a 
specified  quantity  of  dangerous  drugs  or  preparations  necessary 
for  the  equipment  of  the  vessels  was  granted.  This  vessel  was 
placed  under  the  Bulgarian  flag. 

The  agents  for  the  newly  constructed  Norwegian  M/V. 
“Kollfinn**  were  advised  to  have  a  careful  check  made  of  all  the 
dangerous  drugs  and  preparations  to  which  the  above  act  and 
regulations  applied  which  had  been  imported  direct  from  Norway 
by  the  prospective  owners  of  the  vessel.  Authorisation  was  later 
issued  for  the  master  of  the  vessel  to  import  and  be  in  posses¬ 
sion  of  a  specified  quantity  of  drugs  and  preparations. 

Difficulty  was  experienced  in  obtaining  the  signature  of 
the  prospective  master  of  the  Greek  M/V.  “Yannis**  upon  an  appli¬ 
cation  for  permission  to  purchase  the  dangerous  drugs  or  pre¬ 
parations  necessary  for  the  equipment  of  the  vessel.  These  were 
forwarded  by  a  firm  of  shipping  chemists,  London  to  the  local 
agents.  The  agents  were  not  authorised  to  be  in  possession  of 
dangerous  drugs  and  in  fact  an  infringement  of  the  regulations 
took  place.  The  attention  of  the  chemists  was  drawn  to  this 
breach  of  the  regulations. 

An  application  was  received  from  the  Master  of  the  newly 
constructed  French-owned  vessel  M/V.  “Maurice  Delmas**  for  per¬ 
mission  to  purchase  a  quantity  of  dangerous  drugs  and  prepara¬ 
tions  as  part  of  the  equipment  of  the  medicine  chest  on  board; 
permission  was  also  sought  to  import  a  quantity  of  preparations 
(Schedule  1),  for  the  medical  equipment  of  the  lifeboats.  Both 
applications  were  granted. 

Liberian  Vessel  M/V.  “Pearl  Merchant”  (new  Vessel).  It  was 
found  necessary  to  draw  the  attention  of  a  firm  of  shipping 
chemists,  London,  to  the  necessity  to  comply  strictly  with  the 
terms  of  the  above  act  and  regulations.  Permission  was  granted 
for  the  Master  to  ship  a  quantity  of  dangerous  drugs  and  pre¬ 
parations. 

Liberian  Vessel  M/V.  “Atlantic  Baronet”.  A  request  was 
received  from  the  Master  of  the  vessel  to  purchase  three  life¬ 
boat  first  aid  outfits  containing  dangerous  drugs.  Before  auth¬ 
orisation  could  be  given  it  was  necessary  to  ascertain  what  had 
become  of  the  First  Aid  Outfits  which  should  be  in  the  lifeboats. 
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These  outfits  were  found  to  be  very  dilapidated  and  the  Master 
thereupon  surrendered  into  the  custody  of  the  Port  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  the  dangerous  drugs  and  preparations  which  were  later 
destroyed  at  this  office  in  the  presence  of  an  Officer  of  H.M. 
Customs  &  Excise,  (Waterguard) . 

Norwegian  Vessel  M/T.  “Borgsten”.  All  dangerous  drugs  and 
preparations  intended  for  use  on  this  vessel  were  imported 
direct  from  Norway.  They  were  deposited  at  the  premises  of  the 
builders.  Only  those  drugs  and  preparations  which  were  contained 
in  the  first  aid  kits  for  Lifeboats  and  Liferafts  could  legally 
be  retained  on  such  premises.  It  was  a  contravention  of  the  terms 
of  the  act  and  regulations  for  the  dangerous  drugs  and  prepara¬ 
tions  intended  for  use  in  the  medicine  chest  on  board  to  be 
stored  on  the  premises  of  the  builders;  the  attention  of  the 
ship' s  agent  was  drawn  to  the  fact. 

M/V.  “British  Guide".  At  the  request  of  the  agents  for  the 
vessel,  officers  of  this  authority  went  on  board  and  checked 
all  of  the  medicine  chest  and  lifeboat  first  aid  outfits.  The 
dangerous  drugs  and  preparations  to  which  the  act  and  regulations 
apply  were  then  surrendered  by  the  Master  into  the  custody  of 
the  Port  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

The  vessel  sailed  soon  after  for  Rotterdam  where  it  was  to 
be  broken  upi  The  drugs  and  preparations  were  destroyed  at  this 
office  in  the  presence  of  an  officer  of  H.M.  Customs  &  Excise 
(Waterguard) . 


LAUNCHES 

The  larger  of  the  two  launches  which  had  been  operated  by 
the  River  Wear  Watch  was  purchased  by  the  Watch  Committee  of  the 
County  Borough  of  Sunderland  and  is  now  manned  by  members  of  the 
County  Borough  of  Sunderland  Police. 

It  has  been  agreed  by  the  Watch  Committee  and  the  Chief 
Constable  that  the  use  of  the  Police  Launch  will  be  made  avail¬ 
able  to  the  Port  Health  Authority  whenever  required. 

A  charge  of  £1  is  made  on  each  occasion  the  launch  is  used. 

The  use  of  the  Launch  will  be  mainly  required  for  the  fol¬ 
lowing  purposes:- 

(1)  For  the  conveyance  of  injured  or  sick  personnel  from  vessels 
lying  at  the  buoys,,  or  at  berths  where  it  may  be  difficult 
to  land  stretcher  cases,  to  the  pontoon  owned  by  Austin  & 
Pickersgills  (Wear  Dockyard),  where  they  could  be  trans¬ 
ferred  to  a  waiting  ambulance.  It  has  been  agreed  that  if 
any  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  are  involved  the  launch  in 
which  the  patients  are  brought  ashore  shall  be  disinfected 
by  officers  of  this  Authority  as  soon  afterwards  as  possible. 
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(2)  For  the  transporting  of  officers  of  this  authority  up  river 
when  collecting  samples  of  river  water  etc.,  for  submission 
to  bacteriological  examination,  when  checking  the  amount  of 
pollution  present  in  the  river  water;  for  the  purpose  of 
boarding  vessels  lying  at  the  buoys  which  do  not  have  a 
small  boat  in  attendance;  to  keep  under  continuous 
observation  those  vessels  infringing  the  terms  of  the  Dark 
Smoke  (Permitted  Periods)  (Vessels)  Regulations,  1958,  when 
they  are  proceeding  up  river  or  into  the  South  Docks. 

Such  observations  can  only  be  carried  out  efficiently  from 
a  following  launch. 


POLLUTION  OF  RIVER  &  BEACHES 

During  the  period  June-September,  76  samples  (Including  2 
from  the  Childrens*  Paddling  Pool,  Roker  Beach),  were  taken  from 
the  river  and  beaches  and  seaward  of  the  Port. 

These  were  38  samples  from  river  waters;  26  from  beaches 
North  of  the  river  mouth;  and  10  from  an  area  half  a  mile  to 
seaward  of  Whitburn  Steele  and  half  a  mile  to  seaward  of  outer 
breakwaters. 

The  highest  Bacterial  Counts  recorded  were  from  3  river 
samples  showing  916,000  B.  Coli  per  100  ml.,  taken  abeam  of  the 
Scotia  Quay,  Police  Float,  Corporation  Quay  West,  at  2  -  4  hours 
Ebb  Tide. 

In  two  instances  counts  of  91,600  B.  Coli  per  100  ml.,  were 
recorded  in  the  case  of  samples  taken  abeam  of  Dykelands  Road 
and  Ravine  Entrance;  one  of  these  samples  was  taken  2%  hours 
Flood  Tide,  the  other  4)4  hours  Ebb  Tide. 

A  count  of  91,600  B.  Coli,  per  100  ml.  was  also  recorded  in 
the  case  of  a  surface  sample  taken  at  sea  half  a  mile  abeam  of 
Ravine  Entrance  on  an  Hi  hour  Flood  Tide. 

The  counts  recorded  in  the  case  of  the  samples  submitted 
from  the  water  contained  in  the  Childrens*  Paddling  Pool  were 
each  5,100  B.  Coli  per  100  ml.  This  pool  is  filled  daily  with 
fresh  water  derived  from  the  town  mains,  but  at  the  time  the 
samples  were  taken  contained  water  which  had  been  placed 
therein  the  previous  day.  It  was  thought  that  a  more  reliable 
check  as  to  the  amount  of  pollution  likely  to  be  present  would 
be  obtained  if  the  water  was  sampled  immediately  before  the  pool 
was  emptied  and  then  refilled.  The  bacterial  count  does  not  re¬ 
veal  marked  pollution  but  is  probably  an  indication  of  contam¬ 
inated  sand  brought  into  the  pool  on  the  feet  and  legs  of  the 
children  using  it. 

The  bacteriological  results  shown  by  the  samples  submitted 
from  both  the  river  waters  and  the  sea  waters  sampled  from  the 
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beaches  appears  to  indicate  that  there  has  been  no  diminution 
or  the  amount  of  pollution  since  sampling  was  first  carried  out 


Remedial  measures  sanctioned  by  the  Council  are  already  well 
in  progress  and  it  is  probable  that  a  noticable  Improvement  will 
be  evident  approximately  two  years  from  now.

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The  1  ton  17  cwts  of  foodstuffs  salvaged  were,  37  x  1  cwt 
bags  of  rice  found  to  be  slightly  infested  by  Weevil,  which  were, 
with  the  concurrence  of  the  Ministry  of  Transport  (Inspector  of* 
Ships*  provisions)  forwarded  to  a  firm,  Newcastle-upon-Tyne,  for 
cleansing.  This  rice  was  afterwards  placed  on  board  of  a  vessel 
belonging  to  the  same  company. 

During  the  year  under  review  foodstuffs,  which  were  later 
converted  into  animal  feedingstuffs  were  removed  from  eleven 
vessels. 

On  board  of  five  vessels  foodstuffs  which  had  been  rejected 
and  were  unfit  for  human  consumption  were,  on  representations 
being  made,  by  the  owners  of  local  agents,  destroyed  on  board 
after  due  notice  had  been  given  to  H.M.  Customs  &  Excise 
(Waterguard),  under  the  supervision  of  an  officer  of  this 
authority. 

On  board  of  two  vessels  referred  to  above,  other  foodstuffs 
which  had  been  rejected  were  removed  under  the  supervision  of  an 
officer  of  this  authority  after  due  notice  had  been  given  to  H.M. 
Customs  &  Excise  (Waterguard),  to  the  public  incinerator  where 
they  were  totally  destroyed^ 

A  quantity  of  Ox  Livers  on  board  of  another  vessel  were 
also  destroyed  at  the  public  incinerator  under  the  supervision 
of  an  officer  of  this  authority. 


IMPORTATION  OF  POTATOES  ORDER,  1959: 

M/V.  "British  Loyalty**. 

Notified  by  the  Ministry  of  Transport  (Inspector  of  Ships* 
Provisions)  that  8x1  cwt  bags  of  potatoes  Egyptian  Produce, 
were  to  be  transferred  to  M/V.  "British  Envoy**  lying  in  the 
Middle  Dock,  South  Shields* 

Owners  were  notified  that  this  transfer  must  be  affected  as 
direct  from  ship  to  ship.  In  no  circumstances  were  these  potatoes 
to  be  placed  in  store  ashore. 

16  cwt.  of  potatoes  were,  upon  request  from  local  agents  and 
Master  of  one  of  the  vessels  referred  to  above  examined  to  ascer¬ 
tain  if  it  would  be  possible  to  retain  these  potatoes  on  board 
while  the  vessel  was  undergoing  extensive  refit.  Upon  inspection 
it  was  found  that  the  potatoes  were  already  showing  signs  of 
deterioration  and  as  the  country  of  origin  was  unknown  action 
would  have  to  be  taken  under  the  terms  of  the  above  order.  The 
potatoes  were  removed  ashore  under  the  supervision  of  an  officer 
of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  (Plant  Health 
Division),  who  had  been  informed  by  an  employee  of  this  authority. 
They  were  totally  destroyed  by  incineration  at  the  public  incin¬ 
erator. 
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THE  FOOD  HYGIENE  (GENERAL)  REGULATIONS,  1960 

The  attention  of  the  owners  of  9  premises  was  drawn  to  a 
number  of  infringements  of  the  above  Regulations: -

Over  50%  of  the  above  infringements  occurred  at  one  parti¬ 
cular  food  premises;  discussions  with  the  management  have  been 
suggested  and  no  doubt  measures  will  be  put  in  hand  to  obviate 
re-occurrence. 


THE  FOOD  HYGIENE 

(DOCKS,  CARRIERS,  ETC.  )  REGULATIONS,  1960 

The  premises  to  which  the  above  Regulations  apply  in  the 
Port  Area  are  mainly.  Corporation  Quay  Warehouse,  Fish  Quay, 
Transit  Shed  and  Home  Line  Wharf,  South  Dock. 

Other  Wharves  or  quays  may  be  scheduled  for  the  reception 
of  food  cargoes  as  the  necessity  arises. 

During  the  year  two  infringements  of  the  above  regula¬ 
tions  were  notified  to  the  owners  of  one  of  these  premises, 
these  were  all  dealt  with  to  the  satisfaction  of  this  authority* 


COURTESY  VISITS: 

Seven  H.M.  Ships  visited  the  Port  during  the  year. 

In  all  instances  arrangements  were  concluded  with  the 
Cleansing  Department,  County  Borough  of  Sunderland  for  the 
provision  of  bins  and  a  daily  collection  of  refuse  during  the 
time  the  vessels  were  in  Port. 

The  Commanding  Officers  of  these  vessels  were  offered  any 
medical  or  dental  facilities  of  which  they  may  be  in  need.
